The  vessel  tied  up    to    the  doc  k 
behind  the    everlasting    basaltic   break- 
waters budt  by  nature  between  the  placid 
waters    of    the    picturesciue.    half-moon 
shaped  little    harbor,    and    the    deeper 
darker,  more  boisterous  waters  of  Gitchc* 
C.umee.     One  mi^'ht  go  up  and  down  the 
shore  line    many,    many    miles   without 
finding  a  harbor  in    utility,    be.iuiy    and 
natural  features.  e.|ual  to  that    of  Grand 
Marais.     Its  pebbly  be.^ch    is  one  of  few 
"■'1=' kind,  and  its  manv    irraces  arc    set 
off  by  the  iriiigc  of  dark    pines  near   the 
shore  and    the    towering   bluffs    further 
back. 

At  an  early  hour  berths  were  sought 
and  "nature's  sweet  restorer,  balmy 
sleep,  was  wooed  until  4:30  o'clock  Sun- 
d.ay  morning,  when  the  captain's 
whistle  signals  broke  th

That  council  was  cxtremelv  expensive 
10  I  ncle  Sam.     Workmen  had  just  com- 

—  mericed  stripping  the  ground  and  blast- 
ing the  rock  for  the  Soo  canal.  All  ves- 
sels for  Lake  Superior  traffic  had  to  be 
P«irtaged  where  now  they  go  by  water. 
Ihen  the  Indians  were  slow  to  enter 
into  a  treaty.  One  day  the  commission- 
ers would  congratulate  themselves  that 
the  bargain  was  all  completed.  The 
next  day  the  Indians   would  go    bark  on 

—  tne  whole  agreement.  Things  drag'^ed 
wearily  along  for  six  weeks  before  the 
representatives  ot  the  tribe  had  touched 
their  hands  to  the  pen  and  made  further 
dallying  and  backing  out  impossible. 

At  that  time,  seven  reservations  were 
made  for  the  Ctiippswas— four  in  Wis- 
consin and  three  in  Minnesota.  Those 
reservations  today  are  about  the  same  as 

—  when  made  in  I S54.  The  Hois  Fort  In- 
dians have  given  Jup  their  reserve  and 
lost  their  identity.  There  also  may  have 
been  other  minorch.anges  and  relinquish- 
ments of  that  kind. 

1  ^i^^u^'''  Pointe  agency,  located  at  Ash- 
land, has  charge  of  these  seven  reserva- 
tions Their  names  and  population  are

The  annuiucs  for  the  Wisconsin  In- 
dians have  expired.  In  1889  a  new 
treaty  was  entered  into  with  the  Chip- 
pewas  on  the  three  Minnesota  reserva- 
tions nanied.whereby  they  are.  as  fast  as 

—  the  special  commission  can  arrange  it 
to  take  their  land  in  severalty  and  allow 
the  rest  to  be  sold  to  settlers,  for  their 
benefit.  The  Indians  are  not  allowed  to 
choose  timber  lands  and  if  they  wish 
may  choose  agricultural  lands  on  the 
•  r'i^  Karth  reservation  instead  of  the 
indifferent  soil  on  the  wooded  and 
rougher  reservations  now  occupied.     At 

—  the  end  of  fifty  years,  dating  from  the 
^""^  of  the  agreement  in  1889, 
the        fund        which       will        accumu- 

ate  from  the  sale  of  these  timber 
lands,  will  be  equally  divided  among  the 
members  of  the  bands  then  alive.  The 
Fond  du  Lac  Indians  already  have  taken 
their  allotments  and  in  a  short  time  those 
on  the  Grand  Portage    reservation    will 

—  do  the  same.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  none 
on  this  reservation  will  consent  to  go  to 
White  Earth,  being  loth  to  leave  their 
old  home,  with  its  woods,  bills,  rocks  and 
the  waves  of  Lake  Superior  washing  its 
twelve  miles  of  wa'ter  front. 

No  start  having  been  made  in  agricul- 
ture, hunting  and  trapping  rapidly  play- 
ing out  and  even  the  fish  in  Lake   Supe- 

—  nor  being  decreased  by  the  nets  of  the 
white  man.  the  Indians  on  the  three 
Minnesota  reservations  are  in  poor 
shape  to  live  comfortably  and  prop"erly 
until  the  time  when  their  pine  land  in- 
heritance shall  be  divided,  nearly  fifty 
years  hence.  The  government,  there- 
fore, now  appropriates  $go,ooo  annually 
which    IS    divided    pro    rata  among  the 

-members  of  tb^^se  bands.  That  sum 
is  considered  as  a  loan  and  the  whole 
amount  advanced,  will  be  deducted  when 
the  hnal  settlement  is  made  in  1930 
That  payment  is  usually  made  late  in 
the  fall.  It  is  the  Indians  own  money 
paid  in  advance.  The  talk  about  "Uncle 
.Sam's"  money  is  all  bosh.  Late  each 
spring,    the    government    agent     again 

-visits  the  bands  and  TTiikes  free   gifts   of 
clothing.      Mfovia.uns.    tools,    household 
utensils  and  such  other  things    as 
seem  necessary  or  desirable. 

The  payment  of  the  r.i'sh  annuities 
have  now  r^m-r-r-r-i.  The  first  was 
made  to  i..  Gfand  Portage  bands  last 
Sunday  and  .Monday.  The  fore  part  of 
3ctober  the  \  ermilion  lake  Indians  will 

■oe    paid,  and    after    them    those  on  the 
Fond    du    Lac    reservation.     It  was  the 
»ood  fortune  of  a  Herald  representative 
o  be  able  to  sec  the  payments  made  at  I 
*rand    Portage  and   (irand   .Marais  the  ' 
irst   of   this  week.     That  event   attracts  I

SIX  miles    further   down  the   shore 
towards  the  Canadian  border.  The  deep 
waters  of  no  friendly  harbor  greeted  the 
voyagers  upon    their  arrival.'  but  on  the 
«)ther  hand,  reefs  and    shoals  broke   the 
blue  waves  and  threw  up  the  spray  in   a 
warning  manner.     A  stiff  southeast  wind 
springing  up.  raised  something   of  a  set 
which    made    a  careful   selection    of  an 
anchoring  place  all  the   more  necessary 
At    length,  on    the  lee  of  a    small,  hi^^h 
conical  island,  the   anchor   was  dropp"ed 
ard  the  arrival  of  a  boat  from  the   little 
village  awaited. 

After  awhile  a  small  sail  boat  was  seen 
putting  otf.  It  rose  and  fell  on  the  waves 
as  it  tacked  back  and  forth  on  its  course 
Reaching  the  steamer,    the  several  Indi- 
ans who    manned   it,    took    aboard    the 
lumber,  stoves,    tinware   and  other  gifts 
and  started  on  their  return.     A  row  boat 
soon  came  out  from  a  point  on  the  shore 
about  a  mile    away    and    its    occupants 
bore  to  land    the   chief    clerk    and    his 
assistant.      They  proceeded   to  the  little 
schot)!  house  and  commenced  the  task  of 
revising  and  arranging  the  annuity  rolls 
Ail  tho^e  born  since  a  previous  paynien' 
are    entitled    to    draw    their    pro    r.ita. 
Wh-n  an  Indian  die?,  one  more  payment 
IS  made  to  the  relative  proper  to  receive 
it.     If  Jack  Frost,  for  example,  died 'last 
January,  his  next  nearest   relative  would 
get  what   would    have  gone    to  him  this 
tune  had  he  lived.    At  Grand  Marais.  an 
annuity  was  drawn  by  a   little    pappoose 
only  two  days  old.     The  Indians,  too,  re- 
fuse to  name  any  new  comers  except    by 
the  good  old  way  c-f  making  a  feast    and 
carrying  it  out  in  the  good   old   way.     In 
keeping  the  rolls  it's   a    convenience 
have  all  named,  but  requests  to  hurry 
a  christening  or  do  it  informally  and 
hand  are  indignantly  refused. 

Grand    Portage    is    a    historic    point 
Despite  that  it  is    now    an    unimportant 
little  Indian  village  of  about    twenty-five 
inditferent      little     log    houses    and     a 
few    bark    tenees    only   six    miles  from 
the  Canadian  border.    A  century  a^o  it 
was    of    great    importance.     There"  the 
trench    traders    had    their    rendezvous 
and  from  there  the  courier  du  bois  started 
out.     Then,    when    the    American     Fur 
company.  ih<-ough   the    ability    of    John 
Jacob  Astor.  became  a    power,  it  had    a 
post  of  great  importance  at  Grand    Port- 
age.    The  post  of  the  Hudson  Bay  com- 
pany was  at  Fort  William  and  in  the  de- 
batable ground  between,    the    employes 
of  the  rival  companies  on  various   occas- 
ions met  and  had  some  tough  old  scrim- 
mages. 

The  site  is  picturesque  and  almost  ro- 
mantic. In  the  foreground  arc  the 
waters  of  Lake  Superior.  Exposed  to 
the  easterly  winds  and  the  water  alon-^ 
the      shore      being       shallow,       break"- 

fu^      ^uu^  u     ^P*^         ^'^^^       against 
the    pebbly  be.ich    with    an  angry    roar 
upon    the    slightest    provocation.     The 
greater  part  of  the  little  log   houses   are 
on  a  grassy  plain-like    shore  front,  semi- 
circular m  form,  forty  rods    or  so  across 
in  the  widest  place.     The  back  of  that  is 
a    plateau,     from     which    the     rugged 
broken,    wooded  country   extends.     Not 
tar  from  the  lake    front  "and  to  the   right 
hand,  or  southwesterly   part    of  the    vil- 
lage site,  rises  a  sharp,    conical,  or    per- 
haps   pyramidal    bluff,    whose    wooded 
sides  end  in  a  peak   200    feet  above    the 
rest  of  the  scene.    The   plain-like  shore 
front,  the    plateau    thirty  or    more    feet 
higher  and    then  the    high,  sharp    bluff 
make  a  scene  worthy  a   painter's   brush' 
On  the  plateau's  greatest  height   west- 
ward, stands  the  substantial  little  church 
surmounted  by  bell    and    cross.    At  its 
front  IS  the  church  yard    where  rest    the 
members  of  the  band  who    have  gone    to 
the    happy   hunting    grounds.    A    hi"h 
picket   lence    of    poles  with    the    bark 
pjelcdotl,    encloses   the    little    burying 
ground.     Over  nearly  every  grave  stands    lo'Jd 
a  house-shaped    covering.    The  roof    is 
sloping,  both  ends  arc   often  open,  it  has 
no  floor  and  corner  posts   of    greater    or 
less  length  hold  the  sides    up  and  above 
thegcound.    At  one  end  a  little  wooden 
cross  points  heavenward-     On  the    arms 
of  some  of  the  crosses  little  roseattes   of 
white  cloth  are  nailed.     On  some  graves 
smooth  stones  are   placed  and  on   a  few 
desultory  attempts  have    been    made  to" 
grow  bushes  and    small    shrubs,    but  all 
those  are  plain,  wild    ones   and    po'scss 
no  ornamental    cjualities.    The    si7e  of 
these  wooden  coverings  to  the  graves  is 
gauged  by  the  size  of  the    deceased

teen  children  the  mysteries  of  reading 
and  writing  the  English  language.  He 
came  into  the  band  from  Canada  ten 
years  ago. 

Only  about    one-third  of    these  bands 
are  lull    blooded     Indians.     Some    have 
more  French   than    Indian   blood,  while 
others  are  mixed  with  good  old  Yankee 
blood.        Intermarrying      is       practiced 
more  or  less,  and  that,  with   the  blood  of 
vagabonds,  in  some    cases,   shows  itself 
in  diseases  the  most    lo.athsome    to    be- 
liold.    Their  life  must  be    full    of  hard- 
ships.    In  f.act,  nearly    every    winter    a 
tamine  strikes  the  bands  and  relief  has  to 
be  sent  them.     .Many  of  the  advantaj^es 
ot  a  wild  lite  have  been  t.akenfrom  them 
and  most  of  the    disadvantages  ot  civili- 
zation have    come    to  take    tl)eir  place 
Ihe  government  encourages  the  Indi.ans 
to  leave  the    reservation    and 
they  can  get  work  or 
fortable  existence.      As  stated,  game   is 
disappearing,  fishing  affords    precarious 
results,  and  agriculture  is  impossible.  A 
few  potato  p.at(hes  may    be    seen  at  th- 
villnge,         but         they         are       wholly 
inade<|iiate        as     a        food       supply 
rhis      payment      gave      each       In^lian 
t>|0.29.     It  is  only  right  that  some    of  the 
pine  land  money    ot    these    children 
nature  should  be  advanced  and  it 
be  just  as  well  if  the   government 
increase      the      amount      appropriated 
each  year  for  this  loan. 

Despite  the  usual  rule  and  the  general 
belief,  the  Indians  on  these  reservations 
are  not  decreasing.  Chief  Clerk  Rod- 
man, who  has  been  with  the  La  Pointe 
agency  for  nine  years,  says  that  during 
that  period,  the  bands  have  seen  a  small 
increase  in  numbers.  It  is  only  a  tiues- 
tion  of  time  until  they  are  absorbed  and 
lose  their  tribal  identity. 

But  how  are  the    Indians   paid?     This 
IS  the  way  it  was  done  at  the  Grand  Por- 
tage   reservation:      Sunday      afternoon, 
Agent  Mercer,  "Osh-i-nu-bi"  the  Indians 
call  Liin,  was  roAred  from   the   Ossifra«-e 
to  land.     The  clerks  after  several    busy 
hours  at  the  school  house,    had    the  an 
i.ur.y      roils    corrected     and    arranec'd. 
Lieut.  Mercer  entered  the  school  house 
opened    up    his    leather    bag    and  laid 
stacks  of  bills  and  piles  of  silver  of  vari- 
ous denominations  on    the  table.     With 
the  rolls  before  him,    at    an    adjourning 
Uble  sat  Chief  Clerk  Rodman,  whom  the 
Indiaiiicall  "O-ja-bi-i-ga-wi-ni,"  that  be- 
ing Chippewa  for  "clerk."     Near  by  also 
was  .\ssistant  Clerk    Mulowney.    and  in 
front    of    Uncle    .Sam's    representatives 
stood  Joseph  (,odfrey    Montferrand,    the 
interpreter.     On  the  benches  around  the 
sidesof  the  room  s.at  Chiefs    Louis    Me- 
Mush  Ka-\Vash    and     Coffee    Muk-Ko- 
/  00.    As  stated.  Chief  Jo  Carrtjco  was  at 
Grand  .Marais    with    his    band.     Moses 
iVIadway-osh,    the    teacher,    sat

TYPOGRAPHICAL  UNION.  NO.  136. 

They  Meet  and  Transact  a  Large  Grist  of 
Routine  Matter. 
Typographical  union.  No.  136,  held  its 
regular  monthly  meeting  Sunday  last  in 
the  O'Brien  &  Knowlton  hall.  In  the 
absence  of  President  Dean,  who  was  tak- 
ing in  the  World's  fair,  ex-President 
Jackson  rapped  the  meeting  to  order. 
The  roll  call  did  not  show  up  the  regular 
large  attendance  at  the  start,  but  before 
the  close  of  the  meeting  a  number  of  the 
members  put  in  an  appearance. 

Several  committees  reported  and  were 
discharged,  notably  the  Labor  day  com- 
mittee, who  received    a  hearty    vote    of 
thanks  for  their  services.    A  communi- 
cation was  also  read  from  Columbia  Ty- 
pographical union,  No.  loi,  with    regard 
to  the  bill  to    erect  a    new    government 
printing  ofSce,  which    will  be    passed  at 
this      session    of     congress.    Columbia 
union     is    desirous    that    this     building 
should  be  erected  by  time  work,  for  two 
reasons:    That  a    structure    whic'a    will 
shelter    upwards    of    20CO    persons    at- 
tached   to    the    International    Typogra- 
phical union— printers,  pressmen,  siereo- 
tvpers   and    bookbinders— should    have 
the  utmost  care  exercised  in  its  construc- 
tion, instead  of  being  rushed  through,  so 
that  a  contractor  may    reap    a    profit  at 
the  sacrifice  of  the  security  of  the    buiia- 
ing.    Second,  that  under    a    supervising 
architect  and  the  time    svstem    many  a 
union  man    in    the    building    trades    of 
Washington  will  obtain  work  which  he 
could  not  get  under  a  cheap   contractor. 
In    contormity    with  these   ideas    the 
committee    iv    charge    has   prepared  a 
section  to  be  inserted  in  any  bills  for  the 
construction    of  a    government  printing 
ottice,  as  follows: 

Section  I.  No  part  of  said  building  or 
buildings  shall  be  constructed  by  con- 
tract, but  all  labor  employed  thereon, 
and  the  preparation  of  all  material  so  far 
as  possible,  shall  be  by  day's  work  under 
the  control  of  the  supervising  architect. 
After  some  discussion  the  Trades  and 
Labor  delegates  were  instructed  to  draft 
resolutions,  and  present  them  to  the 
Trades  assembly  at  their  next  meeting, 
to  receive  the  endorsement  of  that  body, 
and  have  them  forwarded  to  the  con- 
gressman at  Washington  from  this  dis- 
trict. If  arrangements  can  be  made, 
this  union  will  hereafter  meet  in  the  new 
hall  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  assembly 
in  the  Lyceum  building. 

THE  CLERKS'  UNION. 


The  Members  Are  Waking  Up  on  the  Question 
of  Evening  Opening. 

Clerks'  union  No.  3  held  its  regular 
business  meeting  last  Tuesday  evening 
with  a  good  attendance.  A  committee 
was  appointed  by  the  president  to  call 
upon  the  manager  of  the  new  depart- 
ment store  at  the  West  End  and  endeavor 
to  indu-e  him  to  close  his  place  of  busi- 
ness promptly  at  6  o'clock.  Unless  that 
is  done,  every  store  in  Duluth  intends  to 
open  up  next  Monday  night  and  slay 
open  until  g  o'clock. 

The  union  has  the  names  of 
two  merchants  who  are  busying 
themselves  with  hard  efforts  to  induce 
the  rest  to  do  away  with  early  closing. 
The  members  of  the  union  feel  that  they 
have  it  in  their  power  to  make  it  very 
unpleasant  for  those  firms  if  they  are  in- 
strumental in  getting  the  rest  to  institute 
once  more  evening  opening. 

New  applications  are  coming  in  at 
every  meeting  of  the  union  and  the  mem- 
bership promises  to  be  very  strong 
again.  A  special  meeting  will  be  held 
next  Tuesday  evening  in  the  rooms  over 
the  Adams  Express  company's  office. 
All  members  are  expected  to  be  present.

POINTS  FOR    LABORERS. 

Notes  of  Interest  From  all  Parts  of  the  World 
of  Labor. 
It  is  said  that  the  only  tube  works  now 
in  full  operation  in  the  United  States  is 
that  of  the  Syracuse  Tube  works,  of  Syr- 
acuse, N.  Y. 

The  Bessmer  Steel  works,  of  Pueblo. 
Col.,  which  closed  down  three  weeks  ago, 
has  again  resumed  operations  and  300 
men  are  now  at  work. 

The  men  emploved  at  the  East  Wel- 
lington colliery,  Nanaimo,  B.  C,  have 
accepted  the  reduction  in  wages  and 
they  are  supplied  with  powder  at  $1  less 
per  keg  than  heretofore. 

A  coal  find  in  an  out  of  the  way  place 
is  reported.  It  is  in  the  town  of  Muk- 
wonago.  Waukesha  county,  Wis.,  where 
it  is  alleged  that  at  a  depth  of  800  feet 
an  8-foot  seam  of  coal  was  passed 
through. 

Labor  Commissioner  Todd,  of  Kansas, 
finds  that  the  yearly  wages  of  a  first- 
class  miner  will  average  .1^534.73 '.  ^'^  ex- 
penses in  the  mine  take  away  one-ufth 
of  this  amount,  leaving  a  net  sum  of 
1^1  35  per  day. 

The  strongest  and  most  important  con- 
vention the  Brewery  Workmen's  Na- 
tional union  has  ever  held  is  now  con- 
vening in  Milwaukee,  Wis.  Fifty  dele- 
gates, representing  eighty-four  local 
unions,  being  present. 

An  unarmed  body  of  laboring  men 
waited  on  the  Chinese  restaurants  in 
Selma,  Cal.,  recently  and  deported  the 
keeper?,  sending  them  oat  of  town  quiet- 
ly and  usirg  no  violence.  Their  places 
of  business  are  closed. 

Morse's  telegraph  was  made  public  in 
1837.  The  Western  Union  now  has  739,- 
105  miles  of  wire  and  sends  out  62,000,- 
000  messages  a  year.  The  world's  busi- 
ness is  transacted  partly  by  means  of 
246.000,000  messages  sent  every  year.  In 
1883  there  were  in  Europe  41.150  tele- 
graph offices.  The  world  in  1S88  had 
767,800  miles  of  telegraph  wires. 

The  Belgian  state  railroads  have  re- 
cently issued  tickets  at  $6,  $4.50  and  $3 
each  for  the  three  classes,  good  for 
traveling  one  week  on  all  trains  and  in  all 
directions  throughout  the  state  system. 
This  is  a  little  system,  to  be  sure,  on 
which  no  very  long  journeys  are  pos- 
sible, but  it  reaches  most  places  in  the 
countrv,  and  one  would  suppose  that  an 
industrious  drummer  might  get  the  full 
worth  of  bis  money  out  of  one  of  these 
tickets. 

The  Paris,  Lyons  &  Mediterranean 
company,  after  experimenting  with  elec- 
tric car  lighting  apparatus  for  three 
vears,  has  decided  to  equip  fifty  first- 
class  cars  with  electric  lights  fed  by 
storage  batteries.  There  are  two  lights, 
each  of  ten  candles'  power,  in  each  com- 
partment, but  only  one  burns  at  a  time. 
As  soon  as  one  is  extinguised  the  other 
is  lighted  autimatocally.  The  batteries 
suffice  tor  thirty-five  hours  lighting.  Oil 
lamps  are  provided  in  case  of  need. 

Announcement  has  been  made  that 
(juite  a  number  of  manufacturing  enter- 
prises scattered  throughout  Pennsyl- 
vania and  New  York  will  move  their 
plants  in  order  to  secure  power  from  the 
Niagara  Falls  Water  Power  company. 
This  great  enterprise  of  utilizing  the 
water  power  at  Niagara  Falls  and  trans- 
mitting it  electrically  to  points  some  miles 
distant,  has  been  pushed  to  almost  com- 
pletion. Few,  if  any,  undertakings  of 
the  kind  have  ever  been  more  care- 
fully begun  or  more  vigorously  carried 
forward.  The  company  has  taken  a 
great  number  of  contracts  to  furnish 
power  for  different  plants.  While  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  country  will  suffer 
the  loss  of  plants  projected  or  already  in 
operation,  as  many  such  will  be  removed 
to  points  near  the  falls,  the  country  as  a 
whole  will  be  proud  of  the  enterprise 
when  completed. 

"Uncle  Joe"  York,  who  died  at  Mead- 
ville.  Pa.,  recently,  it  is  claimed,  was  the 
oldest  engineer  in  the  country.  Uncle 
Joe  handled  the  throttle  on  the  Arabian, 
the  first  engine  used  on  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  road.  That  was  in  1835.  John  VV. 
Garrett  built  a  railroad  between  Balti- 
more and  Havre  de  Grace,  and  with  his 
grasshopper  locomotive  Uncle  Joe  made 
a  trip  over  the  line  daily.  This 
track  was  the  first  laid  bv  the  Balti- 
more <i  OhioJ  company.  When  the  Ara- 
bian was  put  on  exhibition  at  the  World's 
fair  the  company  sent  Uncle  Joe  to  run 
it,  as  he  had  in  early  days.  After  a  hard 
day's  work  relating  the  history  of  the  old 
locomotive  to  eager  questioners,  he  was 


taken  ill  and  never  recin-ercd.  The 
Arabian  was  worn  out  hmg  before  the 
famous  John  Bull  commenced  to  haul 
cars  lor  the  Pennsylvania  between  New- 
York  and  Philadeljthia. 

SOME  POINTS  OVERLOOKED. 

Justice  Brown  Makes  a   Grave  Error  in  His 

Big  Speech. 

A  dis]iatch  from  Mihvankeo  e:iy3  that 
Iho  feature  of  tho  annual  uit-eting  of  tho 
AmtTieaii  Bar  iissoriatiou,  hold  iuthat 
fit y.  was  the  address  of  Jnstieo  Henry 
13.  Brown  of  the  United  States  supremo 
eourt.  Mr.  Brown's  subject  wiia  "Dis- 
tribution of  Property."  Tho  address  was 
devoted  exten^•ively  to  what  ia  generally 
spoken  of  as  ''the  industrial  jtroblem"  or 
"tho  labor  question,"  ami  Jmstico  Brov.ii 
disi>layed  a  spirit  of  fairnesfl  toward 
wageworkers  and  their  efforts  to  im- 
provo  their  condition  which  wo  have 
not  learned  to  expect  from  men  of  his 
class.  Ho  said  that  legislation  could  do 
much  toward  making  tho  life  of  tho 
workingmi;n  pleasanter,  thoitgh  "it  is 
incompetent  to  efTeet  any  radical  change 
in  the  social  status  and  in  the  relatitmj 
of  the  employer  and  tho  employed."  On 
the  subject  of  state  and  municipal  own- 
ership Justice  Brown  expressed  views 
which  are  worthy  of  reproduction  as 
comiu;^  from  a  member  of  the  United 
States  supremo  court. 

Tl'.cro  I4  another  llclil  iiron  which  It  seems 
to  mo  legLslation  may  enter,  exiicrimcntnlly  at 
least,  and   porliaps  with  great  ultimate  beiic- 
lit  to  the  imblic— that  is,  intlic  airecticu  of  tho 
AaVi   nwiH'r.--hip  of   monopolies.     >[uth   hi'.s 
Ik'oii  taiil  upon  tliis  subjeet  ut  hue,  hut  1  am  by 
no  means  satislied  tliat  tlie  old  maxim  that  j 
tho  country  which  is  governed  least  is  Kov-  ] 
ernod  best  may  not,  in  these  days  of  monopo- 
liojandeonibinatior.s,  bo  subject  to  revision. 
I   liavo  never  been  able  to  perceive  why,  if 
tho  governmcTjt  may  bo  safely  intrusted  to 
carry  our  letters  and  papers,  it  may  not  with 
equal  piopriety  carry  our  telegrams  aad  par- 
cels as  it  has  done  in   England  and  other  for- 
el.^n  countries  for  several  years,  or  why,  if  our 
munieipalilies  nniy  supply  us  with  water,  tlicy 
may  not  also  s-.ipply  us  with  Ra.s,  electricity, 
telephones  and  slre^'t  cars.    They  are  all  b:i.-ed 
upon  tho  same  principle  of  a  public  ownership 
of  tho  streets  and  hisihwaya  and  a  power  ta 
Kranl  franrhises  to  a  ihinl   person,  which  tho 
municipality,  if  It  chooses,  may  reserve  to  it- 
self.   Whether  the  state  sliouhl  go  further  and 
take  to  itself  the   proprietorship  of  railways 
and  canals  may  bo  left  to  be  determined  by  the 
success  of  minor  undertakiasa  in  the  same  di- 
rection.   I  see  no  reason  to  doubt  uhy,  under 
(jovcrnment  control,  these  v.-orks  shouM  not 
be  carried  on  with   as  little  friction,  as  little 
danger  of  strikes  and  as  satisfactorily  to  iho 

public  as  tho  postofHco  establishment   is   at 
present. 


neas  ana  •bXr.uglUtorwartlnesa  pouBi- 
blo  to  trained  iniiuiH  could  not  v»^in  ono 
jKiint  for  labor  if  it  was  not  biicked  by 
that  power.  Society  has  no  right  to  ex- 
pect an  employer  to  surrender  any  privi- 
leg.;  which  is  legally  his,  mid  chief 
among  his  legal  privileges  is  to  buy  la- 
bor 0:1  terms  us  favorable  to  himself  as 
possible.  Our  whole  commercial  syB- 
tem  rests  upon  the  rule  that  tho  individ- 
u:;l  has  tho  riglit  to  buy  and  sell  upon 
tho  terms  most  advantageous  to  himself. 
Ilenee  the  natural  conlliet  between  wage 
payer  and  wa;,'e  reieiver.  In  tho  com- 
pt.'tition  for  the  value  added  to  tho  raw 
materitd  by  labor,  what  is  one  side's 
gain  is  th.e  otiur  .side's  loss.  And  gener- 
ally Ki)eal;ing  the  wage  scale  is  a  gauge 
showing  the  relative  iKJwera  of  the  pres- 
sure and  tho  resistance. 


With  charactt  ristie  .and  ci-minendablo 
modesty  Whit<;law  IvC'i<l,  throu-)i  tho 
editorial  coluiuns  of  his  New  York  Trib- 
une, tells  the  workingmen  of  tho  «-oiin- 
try  that  if  they  had  only  elected  last  full 
tho  ticket  upon  which  he  held  second 
I)lac8  there  would  have  been  no  hard 
times  nor  eonsequout  suffering  among 
tho  poor.    Here  is  liis  language: 

The  wnKe  earr:ers  rule  thi.s  country.  They 
can  mako  its  laws  v.hat  they  pleate.  Many 
voted  a;:rtinsl  the  ijovernment  now  in  power, 
but  even  these  now  reiiiember  to  their  gricj 
that  they  di<i  not  aiv.ays  «lo  what  th'-y  could 
to  .'ccuic  the  triunipli  «f  •'"'""  priueiples.

standing  of  the  economic  question.  In 
contradiction  of  the  claim  made  by  cer- 
tain reformers  that  "the  rich  are  grow- 
ing richer  and  the  poor  poorer"  he  said: 

While  in  this  country  at  least  privato  for- 
tunes are  largsr  than  they  have  ever  been  be- 
fore, the  condition  of  tho  laboring  cl.iss  haa 
improved  in  equal  ratio.  There  was  never  a 
time  when  the  workin.t;  ciasf  es  were  so  well 
paid  or  v.hen  their  v.agcs  could  buy  for  them 
so  many  of  the  comforts  of  life  as  now.  Not 
only  are  tho  workinsman's  wages  higher,  but 
his  hours  of  labor  are  shcrter.  lie  is  Dcitcr 
houfcd.  better  clad,  better  fed,  better  taught, 
rci'.ds  better  and  cheaper  papers,  sends  Lis 
children  to  better  schools  and  enjoys  more  op- 
portunities for  recreation  and  for  seeing  tho 
world  than  ever  before.  lie  not  only  praeti- 
j  cally  dictates  his  own  hours  of  labor,  but  ia 
large  manufacturing  centers  he  is  provi.ivd 
with  model  luuging  houses  for  his  family,  v.Uii 
libraries,  park:;,  clubs  and  lectures  for  his  cu- 
tertainment  and  instruction,  v.ith  cheap  ex- 
cursion trains  for  his  amuscmi-nt  or.  Sundays 
and  holiday.s,  and  not  only  absolutely  but  rela- 
tively to  tiie  rich  is  vastly  better  off  than  ho 
was  iK)  years  ago. 


The  statement  contained  in  the  lii-st 
sentence  quoted— that  "the  condition  of 
the  laboring  class  has  improved  in  equal 
ratio"  with  the  grovvlh-of  power  in  th'j 
hands  of    the  comparatively   few  who 
have  accumulated  immense  private  for- 
tunes—is not  true.     No  informed  reader 
^vill  exiiect  me  to  go  over  the  well  kuo.vu 
ground  and  use  up  the  space  necessary 
to  prove  au  assertion  which  he  knows  to 
be  correct.     Upon  tho  error  cited  the 
judge   has  wasted    all    tho  statements 
which  follow  it  in  the  quotation.     No 
ono  denies  that  the  workingman  when 
employed  can  obtain  mucli  better  shel- 
ter, clothing  and    food  than  he  could 
have  obtained  50  years  ago.    But  it  must 
be  remembered  that  ho  is  not  the  same 
workingman.     The  workingman  of  to- 
day has  more  because  ho  creates  more 
and  because  his  nature  demands  more. 
The  "better  teaching"  he  has  had  has 
created  new  desires,  higher  ambitions. 
The  children  of  an  advanced  civilization 
are  possessed  of  natural  instincts  which 
demand  more  as  a  means  of  comfortable 
existence  than  was  required  by  those 
who  lived  in  less  enlightened  ages,  and 
the  demands  increase  step  by  step  with 
general   progress.      Then  there  are  the 
principles  of  justice.    Labor  b.as  created 
all    the  things  which  make    life  more 
worth  living  now  than  it  was  50  years 
ago.    It  simply  claims  its  own. 

I  would  call  Justice  Brown's  attention 
to  an  important  point  in  this  connection. 
Ho  speaks  of  the  "laboring  class."  Fifty 
years  ago  there  was  no  such  thing  as  a 
settled  laboring  class  except  in  the  slave 
states.  Then  every  workingman  had  the 
hope  that  at  some  time  he  might  become 
an  employer  or  in  some  way  advance 
out  of  the  ranks  of  the  wage  receivers. 
Today  not  one  wageworker  in  10,000 
expects  to  ever  bo  anything  but  a  wage- 
worker  so  long  as  ho  lives.  This,  taken 
with  the  fact  that  there  is  no  security 
beyond  a  tlay  in  employment,  and  also 
that  right  now  there  are  something  like 
2,000,000  idle  men  in  this  country  alone, 
rather  tends  to  discount  the  force  of  tho 
advantages  tho  workingman  of  today 
apparently  enjoys  but  does  not  jwssess 
tho  iKjwer  to  retain  beyond  the  sweet 
jdeasure  of  the  class  which  controls  the 
land  and  the  tools. 


The  Boston  Ilerald,  in  an  editorial,  re- 
fers to  the  gains  in  the  direction  of  in- 
creased wages  and  reduced  hours  made 
Ivy  some  of  tho  well  organized  trades 
during  the  past  eight  years  and  credits 
the  successes  to  tho  ability  of  the  men  to 
"make  a  clear  and  straightforwanl  pre- 
sentation t  '  ^iK'ir  claims"  through  tlieir 
organizations.  Why  fence  with  factii? 
Why  load  a  p.T,tent  truth  down  with  a 
rider?  The  gain  which  labor  has  made 
came  through  the  power  of  organization 
to  enforce  its  clajms,  and  all  the  "clear- 


Su£i:;«stivo  Immi^rration  StatUtics. 

The  recent  statistics  of  immigratiou 
present  some  striking  facts  v.hich  cannot, 
go*  unnoticed  or  ttnhceded  with  safely. 
The  public  will  bo  amazed  at  the  rapid 
rise  in  the  tide  from  Italy,  Russia,  Po- 
land, Hungary  aud  Bohemia. 

In  18S1  only  l.j.COO  Italians  emigrated 
to  this  country.  In  1890  the  number  was 
56,000,  and  in"lS91  it  was  70,000. 

From  Russia  and  Poland  10,000  came 
ia  1881.  Tho  number  in  1890  was  40,000. 
In  1801  it  was  75,000. 

In  ISSI  fewer  than  7,000  Hungarian 
immigrants  arrived  here.  More  than 
28,000  landed  in  1891  and  more  than  37.- 
000  in  1893.  Nearly  twice  as  many  Bo- 
hemians came  in  1892  as  in  ISIO. 

Another  significant  fact  is  that  tlie 
percentage  of  males  in  these  nationali- 
ties is  much  higlier  than  in  tlie  immi- 
grants from  Germany,  Ireland,  Sweden 
or  Norway,  shov/iug  that  tho  first  named 
come  more  nearly  to  the  Chinese  iu  this 
respect.  Thus  more  than  70  per  cent  cf 
the  Italian  immigrants  last  year  wore 
males.  The  p:^rcentago  of  males  from 
Hungary  was  nearly  74  and  from  Po- 
land more  than  6C. 

It  also  appears  that  these  nationalities 
brought  the  lowest  average  of  money 
with  them— that  is  to  say,  they  were  the 
poorest— and,  furthermore,  that  tho 
great  mass  of  them  were  without  occu- 
pation—that is,  were  cheap  laborers.— 
New  York  Herald. 


cr  money  because  "at  present  it  takes 
2  bushels  of  wlieat  to  buy  $1,  10  pounds 
of  cotton  to  buy  $1,"  and  so  on.  Tlie 
Transcript  writer  cannot  lind  language 
suitable  to  express  his  amazement. 
"They  do  not  stop  to  consider,"  he  con- 
tinues, "that  to  tay  that  it  takes  two 
bushels  of  wheat  to' buy  $1  is  the  same 
as  to  say  that  two  bushels  of  wheat  can 
beliought  for^l." 

These  two  points  of  view  in  consider- 
ing money  are  typical  of  the  two  great 
classes  that  aro  destined  to  cross  swords 
iu  i)olitics— tho  protluccr  and  the  capi- 
tal!, t.      As  tho  dollar  appreciates    tho 
producer  is  robbed.     During  tho  seven 
weeks  beginning    with   July    14    there 
wero  shipped  to  Europe  something  over 
30,000,000  bushels  of   wheat,  including 
flour  reckoned  .as  wheat.     This  is  at  a 
rate  higher  than  any  annual  export  on 
record.     Prices  wero  very  low— that  is, 
phenomenally  largo  exports  and  pluuom- 
enally  low  prices.     In  other  words,  our 
farmers    wero    forced    this  summer   to 
work  abnormally  hard  to  buy  dear  dol- 
lars to  pay  their  debts.     The  only  parly 
iu    tho    transaction    really  benefited  is 
tlie  foreigner.     Tiiis  is  v.-hat  Tho  Tr;.n- 
script  man  calls  good  political  economy. 
Tho  eastern  laborer  is  as  much  iu- 
volveil  in  the  conspiracy  to  corner  money 
as  tho  farmer.     Ho  has  his  labor  to  .sell 
and  his  debts  to  pay.     If  the  i>urchasing 
power  of    Iho  dollar  is  arliricially  in- 
crea.-ed,  lie  must  give  more  labor  for  a 
dollar,  which  is  another  way  of  saying 
that  his  debts  are  increased.     There  are 
ill  Bu:>ton  about  5,000  ready  made  cloth- 
ing workers.     During  the  last  eight  j'^ears 
the  prices  of  ready  made  clothing  have 
steadily  declined. 

In  otlier  words,  more  labor  reckom-u 
in  dollars  has  been  put  into  making 
clothes.  In  the  language  of  tho  shop, 
wages  have  gone  down.  Sherman,  Hew- 
itt and  others  maintain  that  wages  must 
decline  all  over  tho  country.  Quite 
tnie  if  the  dollar  continues  its  upward 
tendenc}'. 

Th.e  words  of  Governor  Tillman  of 
South  Carolina,  recently  tattered,  should 
be  read  by  every  wageworker  in  the  land: 
Th(!  currency  of  tho  country  will  have  to  be 
decentralized  and  put  out  of  the  control  of  a 
few  hundred  capitalists  and  bankers  iu  New 
York,  Boston  and  I'hiladelphia,  with  jwwer  to 
contract  aud  expand  the  currency  at  will.  Tlie 
only  way  1  sea  to  accomplish  it  is  by  issuing 
fiat  money,  to  called.  Tliey  are  i;ow  lighting 
to  redtieu  the  metitlHc  currency  one-half  by 
making  a  gold  standard.  It  is  tho  most  gigan- 
tic scheme  of  robbery  ever  attempted 


Anarchist  roliccuicn. 

What  with  the  thousands  of  unem- 
ployed parading  the  streets,  bursting  into 
riot  on  Kuuill  provocation  and  au  incom- 
petent police  force  hitting  a  head  wher- 
ever it  appears,  Chicago  is  iu  a  bad  way. 
The  \vorst  feature  of  tho  situation, 
that  which  makes  it  of  interest  to  the 
whole  country,  is  that  the  police  have 
earned  t  he  contempt  of  the  orderly  classes 
by  their  brutal  treatment  of  inoffensive 
citizens.  Judge  Goggin.  who  listened  to 
the  evidence  ia  a  recent  outrage,  ex- 
pressed himself  last  Saturday  in  this 
faihiou: 

"From  the  evidence  presented  this 
was  a  most  brutal  and  uncalled  for 
murder.  There  ia  no  city  in  the  Union 
that  lias  been  disgraced  with  fo  many 
murders  by  tho  police  as  has  Chicago. 
It  is  getting  to  be  the  custom  for  police- 
men to  call  upon  a  prisoner  to  halt,  and 
if  ho  does  not  stop  he  will  Idll  him.  The 
life  of  a  dog  is  more  secure  in  the  hands 
of  the  police  than  that  of  a  human  be- 
ing." 

And  confidence  is  further  v.-eakened 
by  the  v.-autou  interference  witli  street 
preachers  and  the  persecution  of  women 
missionaries  working  among  the  poor.— 
St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch.

A  Bellnmy  Town. 

A    Topeka     special    to    the    Chicago 
Tribune  says:  The  disciples  of  Bellamy 
have  organized  a   large  colony  in  south- 
ern  Kansas  and  wero   today  granted  a 
charter  by  the  secretary  of  state  for  their 
co-operative  town  company,  which  is  to 
be  located  somewhere  in  the  Cherokee 
strip  on  the  day  of    oi)ening.     Several 
dozen  apartment   houses  have  already 
been    built    jn    sections,  so  that  when 
moved  in  wagons  they  can  be  ca.^ly  put 
together.     One  great   kitchen  will  cook 
ftll  the  food  for  the  entire  town,  while 
tho  people  will   all   dine   from  the  same 
table.     The  capital  of  the  people  of  the 
town  will  be  put  in  one  common  fund, 
aud    tho    Bellamy  idea  as  outlined  in 
"Looking  Backward"  will  bo  carried  out 
to  tho  letter.     They   are    all    Populists 
and  believe  the  co-oiierative  scheme  will 
finally  become  the  custom  of  the  coun- 
try.   They  f'ly  they  will  not  sell  town 
property  to  anyb(jdy  who  does  not  con- 
form to  their  id(;as^

and  the 

people  oui^ht  to  rise  in  their  might  and  put  a 
stop  to  it,  hanging  some  of  the  men  who  are 
causing  it  all,  if  necessary. 

There  is  but  one  guiding  star  in  deal- 
ing with  a  monopoly — public  control. 
Money  has  been  cornered.  Let  Uncle 
Sam  become  our  banker  aud  issue  money, 
paper  preferred,  on  the  credit  of  tho 
whole  country,  in  such  volumes  that  the 
dollar  of  today  will  buy  substantially 
what  the  dollar  of  tomorrow  will  buy. 
A  man  will  thus  be  able  to  pay  his  delits 
under  tho  same  conditions  that  they 
were  contracted.  Then  let  there  be  es- 
tablished postal  savings  banks  for  de- 
posit and  exchange. 

There  is  another  monopoly  rapidly 
growing  in  this  country  which  is  des- 
tined to  attract  the  attention  of  labor — 
the  electric  motor  combination.  Some 
years  ago  au  inmate  of  a  lunatic  asylum 
created  much  amusement  by  a  proposal 
to  run  all  tho  mills  in  the  state  of  Nev,- 
York  by  means  of  a  water  wheel  at  Ni- 
agara falls  with  a  shaft  extending  to 
Albany.  On  this  shaft  he  proposed  to 
run  the  belts  of  all  the  mills. 

Electricity  is  upon  the  very  point  of 
realizing  this  lunatic's  dream  iii  another 
way.  The  electrical  congress  at  Chicago 
discussed  the  wonderful  advance  iu  tho 
means  of  transmitting  motor  power  by 
electricity,  and  the  inventors  now  see 
clearly  that  it  will  not  belong  before  the 
power  generated  at  Niagara  falls  will 
be  conveyed  by  wire  as  far  as  Albany. 
The  real  lunatic,  in  my  opinion,  is  not 
he  who  plans  to  run  all  the  factories  of 
a  state,  but  ho  who  laughs  at  monopolies 
which  are  able  to  do  it. 

"Why  do  our  cities,  states  and  the  fed- 
eral government  deed  over  to  private 
parties  special  rights,  i)rivileges  and 
franchises  the  moment  science  opens 
the  door  to  cheaper  commerce?  If  elec- 
tricity can  save  labor,  why  cannot  it  also 
reduce  taxes?  Why  should  science  smile 
on  the  capitalist  and  turn  a  cold  shoul- 
der to  the  producer? 

Within  10  years  electricity  will  sup- 
plant steam  upon  our  railroads,  and  as 
the  railroad  companies,  equipped  with 
electric  motors,  can  sell  power  for  pri- 
vate manufactories  from  their  wires, 
and  as  42  railroad  corporations  out  of 
1,800  iu  tliis  country  own  or  control 
nearly  one-half  the  mileage,  one  can  see 
at  once  how  completely  the  capitalists 
aro  reducing  the  producers  to  slavery. 

I  have  taken  some  pains  to  look  the 
matter  up  and  find  that  substantially 
one  group  of  men  control  the  Nova 
Scotia  coal  syndicate,  the  General  Elec- 
tric company,  the  New  Haven  Railroad 
svstem,  and  many  of  the  electric  com- 
panies which  aro  picking  up  valuable 
street  railway  franchises  in  our  large 
centers.  I  raise  a  note  of  warning.  Tiie 
hoi)e  of  labor  is  to  keep  the  franchise.s 
for  transportation  in  the  hands  of  tlie 
public,  and  to  agitate  night  and  day  for 
the  public  ownership  of  tho  coal  mines 
and  tiie  great  water  powers  of  the 
country.

The  past  year  has  witnessed  cheering 
progress.  The  addition  of^  a  new  story 
was  sugijested  by  the   necessity  oi  con- 

forminj;  the  building  to  the  grade  of  the 

viaduct.     IJy  the  generous    action  of  the 
city  council  releasing    the  Bethel  from  a 
burdensome  assessment,  it  was  possible 
to  convert  the  added  story  into  working- 
men  s    clubrooms,    including      readin^'- 
^°°™'      bowling       alleys,     gymnasium, 
nve  bathrooms,  lavatory  antl  loilet  rooms. 
__    A  steam  plant  was  also  introduced,  heat- 
ing the  whole  building.      The  entire  im- 
provement involved  an  outlav  of  $6iH>o.of 
tu^  niore  than  j;iooo,  was  the  tree  gift 
of  the  Labor    unions  of  the  city,    asfias 
been     gratefullv     acknowledged    on    a 
marble  tablet.     The  donated  work,  done 
between  7   p.   m.    and    midr.i,'ht    was  a 
memorable  instance  of  liberality  on    the 

P^rt  of  men  already  tired  from  the  dav's 

101..  Tile  remaining  $iooo  was  raised'in 
small  and  lar^e  pledges  the  different 
ousmess  exchanges  making  also  helpful 
appropriations. 

A  further  token  ot  public  appreciation 
was  the  unsolicited  action  of  the  city 
council,  by  which  together  with  the  two 
hospitals  and  the    Woman's    home,    the 

Bethel  was    allowed  an  annual  grant  of 

#500  to  aid  in  defraying  the  cost  of  watsr 
and  light. 

The  city  library  board  also  valed  to 
regard  the  Bethel  as  a  branch  reading 
room  and  to  lend  such  aid  as  practicable 
in  the  supply  of  papers  and  magazines. 
1  here  is  still  scanty  material  for  trom  150 
to  2CO  daily   readers.    The  file  of  papers 

includes  all  shades   of  religious  opinion, 

as  well  as  journals  adapted  to  workers 
in  the  iron,  lumber,  railroad  and  lake  in- 
dustries. A  library  of  1000  beaks  would 
be  in  eager  demand. 

Not  only  does  this  reading  room  ac- 
commodate a  distinct  localitv,  but  it 
araws  men  at  all  hours  ot  dav  a'nd  night, 
many  of  whom  are  never  or  Seldom  seen 
_m  the  public  library.  Inasmuch  as  the 
city  IS  relieved  from  all  charge  of  rent, 
light,  heat  and  a  librarian,  it  is  evident 
that  the  library  board  can  in  no  better 
way  serve  the  public  than  by  the  contin- 
ued and  enlarged  support  of  this  newly 
adopted  branch. 

The  ten  cent  baths  and  the  bowling 
alleys  have  been  a  very  considerable 
__source  of  revenue  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
superintendent's  report.  Bui  there  is  an 
important  part  of  a  complete  club  room 
which  is  not  yet  secured,  and  that  is  a 
popular  restaurant  and  coffee  room, 
which  dispensing  with  the  cost  of  rental 
and  of  waiters,  could  furnish  a  substan- 
tial meal  at  from  10  to  12  cents.  There 
IS  space  on  the  rear  of  the  lot  for  a  two- 
_itory  building,  the  upper  5-ory  of  which 
:an  be  used  as  a  dormitov  affording  ten 
cent  lodgings  and  the  :ovver  story  for  a 
dining  hall.  For  the  present  exigency, 
aowever,  the  restaurant  can  be  well  ac- 
:ommodated  in  the  present  building  and 
xt  much  less  expense. 

The  city  press,  always  generous    in  its 
mpport,  has  urged  the  immediate    open- 
_ng  of  such  a  restaurant  as  a  timely    be- 
levolence  in  thepresent  crisis  and  surely 
c  were  hard  to  exaggerate    its    worth  to 
nen  who  are  by    force    unemployed,  or 
vhose  wages  are  liable  to  anxious   inter- 
uption  in  our  severe  winters. 
Another  step  in  advance  has   been  the 
tarting  of  the  creche  or  day  nursery.    A 
■pontaneous  offering  of  more  than  $1200 
_iad  been  raised  through  the  effort  by  C. 
\.  Lonor,  on  Christmas  last,  and   its  dis' 
hbution  committed  to  the  Bethel,  whose 
lall  never  looked  more    attractive    than 
.hen  eighty  bushel-baskets  shaken  down 
nd  running  over  v,ith  a  warm   lining  of 
lothing  and  fuel    awaited    the    wagons 
hat  were  to  carry  them  to  all    parts  of 
he  city.     There  remained,   after  gather- 
^-ig  up  the  fragments  of  this  Christmas 
irgess,    a    balance    sufficient    to  equip 
ooms  for  a  day  nursery — where  working; 
lothers  leave  their  younger    children  to 
ae  care  of  a  competent  matron,  who  pro- 
ides  each  guest  with  bath  and  lunch  for  '< 
he  exorbitant  sum  of  tive  cents.     When  ' 
his  Christmas  fund  is  exhausted  there  is 
ttle  f«ar  that  the   creche  will  be   closed 
_pr  lack  of  funds. 

Hitherto  the  motto  of  the    Bethel   has 
een    "No    Steps  Backward,"    but    the 
train  of  the  times  has  compelled  a  much 
jgretted  shrinkage  in  the  industrial  de- 
artment  which  for  three  years  has  been 
jperintended    by  Miss  Julia  Hubbard, 
irough  whose  invaluable    services  were 
laintained,    kindergarten,  little    house- 
_eepers,    cooking  and   sewing    classes, 
lay  it  not  be  expected  thatso  important 
work  will    speedily    be    resumed?     In 
art  this    loss   is   compensated    by    the 
Lrgely  attended  kindergarten  which  was 
)r  some  time  supported  by  the  Congr:- 
ational  church  ladies  and  which  has  re- 
intly  been  adopted  by  the  public  school 
)ard,  and  for  lack   of    room    has    been 
jcated  at  the    Bethel.    Open   from  9  a. 
I.  until  noon    this  kindergarten  is  ably 
tstructed    by    Miss    Hogan    and    Miis 
uchanan.  who  purpose  to  devote   some 
me  in  the  afternoons    to  other    depart- 
ents  of  industrial  work,  in   which   they 
ill  doubtless  be  seconded  by  volunteer 
isistants.

le  sociables  given  on  the  hrst  Friday 


of  each  month  iiave  been  pleasantly  en- 
tertained   by    a    volunteer    program  of 
music   and   recitations.    Able   lecturers 
some  from  the  universitv  extension  course 
in  Chicago,  are  expected  to  address  the 
worxingmen's  unions  during  the  winter 
Ihe    Suiuiay    s.:hoal.    W.     C.    White* 
superintendent,      winch     meets      at      \ 
p.  m..  IS  an  important    means  of  uniting 
the  Bethel  to  scores  of  homes  scattered 
throughout    the    city.       Its  officers    and 
teachers  are   volunteer  helpers,  some  of 
whom  have  scarcely    missed  a    Sabbath 
thiriDg  the  six  years  oi   the    Bethel's  his- 
tory. 

The  recent  visit  of  Rev.  B.  Frankland 
superintendent  of  the  Western  Seamen's 
iTiend  society,  was  the  occasion  of  the 
org.anK^ation  of  the  "Bethel  Congrega- 
tion" after  a  plan  which  he  designed  It 
includes  all  who  desiie  to  lend  a  hand  in 
the  work,  and  for  this  purpose  invites 
members  ot  uptown  churches  and  others 
toco-operate  with  those  who  reside  in 
Its  vicinity. 

At  their  last  meeting,  the  board  of  di- 
rectors voted  to  ask  the  churches  by  Du- 
luth  to  hold  an  annual  union  Bethel 
service  for  the  [<urpose  of  acquaintin^r 
the  public  with  the  Bethel  (i-ld,  as  wePl 
as  of  receiving  suggestions  from  its 
triends. 

It  is  in  clear  accordance  with  a  grow- 
ing sentiment  that  the  Bethel  should 
henceforth  depend  upon  its  yearly  sub- 
scriptions and  not  upon  expensive  exhi- 
oiiions,  yielding  as  they  do  small  profit 
and  exacting  a  burdensome  fax.  Hearty 
thanks  are  due  to  the  donors  to  this 
yearly  fund.  Its  further  enlargement  is 
greatly  needed.  For  four  successive 
winters  the  coal  companies  doing  busi- 
ness in  Duluth  have  rendered  indispen- 
sable aid. 

For  more  than    six    years    a    Sunday 
evening  woiship  has    been    maintained, 
during  which  time  a  faithful   friend    has 
given  his  services  at  the  piano.     It  is  not 
a  little  strange    that    no    provision    has 
been  made  to  secure  such  orchestral  and 
choral  talent    as    are    deemed  indispen- 
sable in  our  well-to-do  churches    and   as  I 
arc  surely  nowhere  more  needed  or  more  1 
certain  to  win    a    large    attendance.     Is 
there  no  friend  who  has  it  in  his  t'nought 
to  honor  the  Bethel  with  a  pipe  organ?      ' 
In  conclusion  the  pastor  is  indebted  to  I 
the    executive    committee    lor    efficient  I 
counsel  and  aid  as  well  as    to    a  host  of 
kind  helpers,  not  forgetting    an    aiiony-  ' 
mous  Iriend  who  at  different    times  has 
sent  the  sum  ot  $200,  "to  be  used  in  mak- 
ing happy  as  many  hearts  and  homes  as 
possible." 

Work  in  the  parti  :ular  localitv  of  the 
IJethel  must  be  somewhat  neglected 
form  the  wide  reach  and  variety  of  the 
calls  that  press  upon  its  pastor.  From 
Jan.  I  to  the  middle  of  September  he  has 
ctticiatedat  nineteen  weddings,  fifteen 
baptisms  and  forty  funerals.

A  ROYAL  ISLE  INDEED. 


Mr.  Salter  Spends  a  Week  at  a  Popular  Resort 
and  Writes  it  Up. 
The  following  article  from  the  pen  of 
Rev.  C.  C.  Salter,  who  spent  a  week  at 
Isle  Royale  this  summer,  appeared  in  the 
Church  Union: 

Away  from  busy  Duluth— from  all  the 
anxiety  incident  to  a  city  these  troublous 
times,  where  your  brother  man  looks  at 
you  with  an  eye  of  depression  and  fore- 
boding, or  asks    you    to   find  him  some- 
thing to  do,  in  tones  that  make  you  feel 
guikylhat    you    do    not    share  his  trial 
with  him.     Here  1  am  for  a  brief   rest   in 
this  indeed    Royal    island,   the    largest 
island   in   this  or  any  fresh  water   seas 
Portyfive   miles   long,  from   eijjht  to  fif- 
teen wide,  like  all   monarchs  this  king  of 
inland  seas  has  a  vast  retinue.  The  Saint 
Lawrence  has  its  Thousand   Isles,  Lake 
U  innepesaukee  matches  each  day  of  the 
year  with  a  gem  islet,  but  not  the  bold.-st 
Yankee    would    guess    the    number    of 
islands  that  line  the  long    shores,  or   dot 
the  tlood-hke  channels  and   the   Venice- 
like  canals  that  gracefully  intrude  them- 
selves into  the  very    heart  of    the    main 
island.     These  long  inlets  give  the  east- 
ern end  the  appearance  and  name  of  the 
hys  lingers,  a  htting  terminal  to  so  hos- 
pitable an  island,    reaching  as    it  does  a 
welcome  hand  to  the  multitude  of  fisher- 
men to  make  their  living  along   its  bays 
and  coves,  and  to  the   tired  denizens  of 
the  haunts  of  care  and  business  to  find  a 
delicious  rest  amid  its  unrivalled  facili- 
ties for  sailing,  rowing,  fishing  and  sieht- 
seting.  * 

A  company  exists   which   has  only  re- 
cently   been    formed    by     English    and 
American  capitalists,  and   has  secured  a 
title  to    four-fifths  of    the    island.     It  is 
their  intention  to  stock  its  lakes  and  bays 
with  a  greater  abundance  and  variety  of 
nsh,  to  introduce   new  birds    into  its  for- 
ests, to  build  here  and  there  comfortable 
and  homelike  hotels,    and  to    open  com- 
'nunicilion    with   such    cities  as  Duluth 
and  Houghton,  so  that  tourists  can  easily 
reach  this  gem  of   Lake   Superior,  enjoy 
the  tonic  of  its    unrivalled  air    and  feast 
upon  Its  fish— not    as   they    taste  after  a 
long  transit  to  distant  markets,  but  crisp 
and  fresh  as   they  are    transferred  from 
the  icy  water  to  the  eager  call  of  guests 
made  healthily    hungry  by    the  morning 
ramole  and  the  appetizing  ozone. 

But  I  took  my  pen  to  speak  of  my  own 
welcome  at  a  fisherman's  cabin  on  one  of 
the  yet  unguessed  number  of  islets  that 
wreathe  the  brow  of  the  greater  island. 

It  IS  Sunday,  the   fisherman's  rest.    It 
has  been  the  custom  of  the   wife    ot    the 
o.vner  of  this  islet  to  gather  with  her  own 
family  the  occupants  of  the  island,  in 
order  to  study  the  Sunday  school    lesson 
of  the  day.    1  shall  not  soon  forget  the 
company  convened  at  early  candle-light- 
ing upon  the  call  of  this  Christian  mother 
for  an  hour  of    song    and    Bible    study 
After  such  hymns    as    "Sweet    Hour  of 
Prayer,"    and    "He    Leadeth    Me,"    we 
recited    the    Twenty-third    psalm     and 
talked  upon  the  arrest  of    Paul    at  Jeru- 
salem.    Then    I    read    condensed    por- 
tions of  the  touching  story    called  "Cast- 
ing the  Net,"  written  by  Herbert   Ward, 
in    the    August    number    of      Harper's 
Monthly.     Us  simple  e  o  juence  touched 
the  hea.'t    of  the    Norsemen    who    were 
present,  picturing,  as  it  q^og^,  the    never- 
fallin;:  mother's  love,  whose  letters  from 
her  o;d  Norway  ho.tie  st:rrcd  the  sailor's 
pastor  to  seek  until  he  found    her    l-jntr- 
lost  boy.  - 

Kind  and  large-hearted  are  thesj 
catchers  of  fish,  as  w\.re  those  whom  the 
Lord  called  to  become  fishers  of  men. 
They  usually  work  in  pairs  and  as  part- 
ners as  did  the  fishermen  of  Beihsaida. 

These  toilers  of  Isle  Royale  sail  out 
often  ten  miles  from  the  shore— more 
than  the  width  of  the  Sea  of  Galdec -to 
lift  their  nets  or  take  ofif  the  fish  from 
the  long  line  of  hooks  which  arc  sus- 
pended from  the  w^H-anchored  biios. 
With  a  fair  sprink!i.-,g  of  fisherman's 
luck,  James  and  John,  or  Andrew  and 
Peter,  will  bring  in  700  pounds.  Twice 
a  week  this  Citch  is  sent  by  steamer  to 
Duluth  and  thence  to  the  markets  of  the 
interior.

You  aro  Id  enough  now  to  breathe 
words  of  lo  e  of  evenings  and  wait  for 
8omo  celest  J  restaurant  to  come  and 
take  your  order  lor  meals.  I  shall  al- 
ways "take  an  interest  in  you,  Henry 
— y\.ii  Bmow  tuai— out  wuilo  there  in  no 
confidence  shown  in  the  stringency  of 
the  time-o  1  wish  you  would  borrow  most- 
ly of  people  you  are  visiting  at  New  Ro- 
uhell. 

Among  other  things  I  sold  at  the  auc- 
tion and  tiro  sale  was  the  heavy  mahog- 
any beiVstid.  which  I  thought  that  some 
lover  of  the  auttH*k  would  run  up  to  a 
fabuliss  price.  One  woman  t<i)ending  the 
Bunnut>r  near  us  said  all  it  wanted  was 
some  nice  heavy  brass  castoi-s  so's  tlj^it 
it  could  Ih>  jerked  around  easy  and  swep 
under.  So  I  got  a  big  set  at  Brightly's 
placo  for  ijt-J.oO  and  put  them  in  that 
night,  boring  holes  in  thebedslid  to  sock 
them  into.  You  know  old  wood  like 
that  is  pretty  middling  hard,  and  our 
auger  was  injured  IS  year*  ago  by  my 
son  when  he  bored  into  the  pasture  eleven 
or  nine  thues  for  kerosene  oil. 

I  put  in  the  biggest  part  of  the  night 
boring  four  holes,  your  mothw  trying 
to  iiold  the  old  (juail  trap  stiddy  whilst 
I  worked,  and  in  the  morning  it  was  auc- 
tioned oft'  for  |;l.W.  This  is  a  fact  and 
shows  how  strin;jeucy  is  here  on  the  farm.

Once  I  was  changing  my  shirt  toward 
the  close  of  the  war,  for  mother  had  told 
me  not  to  dare  to  return  from  the  war 
without  doing  .so,  when  General  Lee,  a 
umn  of  good  family  and  generally  sup- 
poseil  to  luiv..-  as  much  real  poUish  as 
ery  man  in  liie  war,  come  in  where  I 
was  in  a  large  cotton  field  and  brought 
30,000  men  with  lilm,  and  I  never  had 
met  any  of  ihem  before  in  my  life.  That's 
the  way  a  Yankee  soldier  was  treated 
time  and  time  again. 

But  th.iit  is  neither  here  nor  there.  It 
v.'as  in  Yirginia.  However,  to  come  back 
to  tho  fair.     I  have  spent  most  of  the

north  of  Beloit  quite  a  ways,  and  our 
tent  is  in  South  Chicago,  which  is  near 
Indianapolis.  This  keeps  us  on  the  go 
except  when  we  lunch  im  the  grounds 
and  give  our  eggshells  to  the  poor. 

Day  before  yesterday  I  had  a  glass  of 
beer,  and  the  band  seemed  to  play  a  lit- 
tle bit  better  than  it  had  before  since  I 
have  V)een  on  tho  grounds. 

A  man  also  came  near  falling  off  tho 
big  Ferris  wheel  300  feet  to  the  ground, 
and  in  every  way  it  was  the  pleasantest 
day  I  have  yet  saw  whilst  here.  So,  good- 
by.

Thb  subject  of  Christian  testimony  has 
been  brought  forth  and  ompha-sized  as 
one  ui'  the  beneficial  results  of  the  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  movement.  It  is  t'lni- 
nently  pnnticable,  therefore,  that  a  tes- 
timony mecling  slumld  be  a  topic  of  our 
prayer  meeting  that  we  may  see  what 
thoBible  has  to  say  upon  this  imjiortant 
subject.  It  is  also  "well  that  it  forma  our 
subject  attain  because  there  is  so  much 
timidity  on  the  part  of  Christians  in  this 
respect.  So  many  have  a  reluctaiye 
and  sometimes  an  absolute  horror -of 
recounting  how  the  Lord  has  helped 
them  and  what  he  Ims  done  for  them. 
Note: 

1 .  The  reasonableness  of  Christian  tes- 
timony (I  Pet.  iii,  15.  16).  In  the  passage 
the  Apostle  Peter  says,  "Be  ready  al- 
wavs  to  give  an  answer  to  every  man  a 
reason  of  the  lioi)e  that  is  in  you  with 
meekness  and  fear."  If  mf-n  could  not 
reasoJiably  i>xpect  an  an.swer  to  ^^u^•h 
questions,  Peter  would  uot  have  advised 
us  to  b<'  ready  {o  give  such  an  answi-r. 
It  is  reasonable  that  men  may  expect  us 
to  give  a  reason  for  our  hoi^es  in  Christ. 
Any  one  has  a  right,  to  ask  us  why  we 
believe  in  Christ.  This  does  not  imply, 
iiowever.  that  we  are  exjiected  to  explain 
overvthing  in  (r(mnection  with  our  be- 
lief.'^i  We  should  be  Jible  to  tell  why  we 
belit^ve  in  the  Trinity,  but  this  does  not 
nece.ssitate  ability  to  explain  the  Trinity. 
By  faith  and  experience  we  believe  what 
we  cannot  explain. 

2.  Tho  character  of  Christian  testimo- 
ny (Ps.  xciv.  17-19).    "Unless  the  Lord 
had  been  iny  help  my  soul  had  almost 
been  in  silence.     When  I  said,  My  foot 
slippelh.  Thv  mercy.  O  Lord,   held  me 
up.     In  the' multitude  of  my  thoughts 
within    nte  Thy    comforts    delight    my 
soul."    This  is  the  testimony  or  jjersoual 
experience  of  the  jtsalniist,  and   it  is  one 
of  the  model  testimonies  of  this  book. 
In  thes«  woitls  the  psalmist  speaks  of 
the  fact  that  the  Lord  had  been  his  help 
and  acknowledges  his   utter  helplessness 
had  he   not  been  divinely  heli«'d.     He 
spcalcrt  of  answer  to  his  prayer  and  of 
the  d<.'light  that  the  comfort  of  the  Lord 
is  to  him.     Thin  is  a  model  testimony. 
It  tells  from   the  h<^art  something  that 
llie  Lord  hns  done  for  one  of  His.     The 
Lov.  I  holds  all  His  children  -some  in  one 
way,  so^jie  in  another.     Therefore  let  us 
neiVaer  he  ash;inied  nor  too  timid  to  tes- 
tify of  Ilia  goodness.     Let  us  praise  Him 
iu  our  hearts,  and  with  our  voices  let  us 
make  known  His  wonderful  goodness  to 
the  children  of  men.

St.  Joski'm.  Mo.,  Sept.  25.— The  Kan- 
sas City,  St.  Joseph,  Council  IJluffs  rail- 
road foiled  an  .itteinpt  to  rob  one  of  its 
piissenjijer  trains,  killed  two  of  the  bandits 
and  captured  three  others  at  Francis, 
one  and  a  half  miles  from  this  city,  last 
niKht.  The  dead  are  Fred  Kohler  and 
HugoEngel.  The  captured  men  arc 
Charles  Fredericks,  N.  A.  Huist  and 
William  Carver. 

Train  No.  3  was  the  intended  victim. 
It  left  Kansas  City  at  9:0:;  Sunday  night 
and  arrived  here  at  12:30  Monday  morn- 
ing. The  olTicials  of  the  road  had  been 
notified  that  the  robbery  of  the  train  had 
been  planned  and  they  notified  the  police. 
When  the  train  arrived  here  a  dummy 
train  was  made  up  and  sixteen  police 
officers  under  com.Tiand  of  the  chief  of 
p jlice  were  put  aboard.  In  order  to 
ihorouj,'h!y  dtceive  the  robbers  the  train 
was  mide  .-in  exact  duplicate  of  tram  No. 
3.  and  consisted  of  an  enj,'ine  and  tender, 
an  express  and  ba^'gagc  car  and  the 
usual  coach  and  I'ullmans. 

When  the  duinuiy  reached  a  point  two 
miles  north  of  Si.  Joe,  the  engineer's  at- 
Untiou  was  anesttd  bv  a  lighted  lantern 
rr.uvip^T  to  and  fro  between  the  rails.  He 
obeyed  the  signal  and  six  masked  mtn 
surrounded  the  engine  and  prc>ent!ng 
one  revolve-  at  the  engineer's  head  anil 
another  at  the  fireman's  held  them  in 
subjection  while  the  other  five  men 
hastened  to  rob  the  express  car.  Tl 
ordered  the  m-.  ssengcr  to  open  the  d 
which  he  did  lorth*ith. 

Three  of  the  bandits  entered  the  car, 
leaving  two  without  to  keep  guard.  The 
policemen  v/ho  were  guarding  the  train 
were  distributed  in  the  vit'ious  cars,  the 
m.njority  of  them  being  ccncealed  in  the 
express  car.  L  pon  the  three  bandits 
who  had  undertaken  the  workot  robbing 


sprang    from    tl.e    train.     A 
lowed  them  and  Kohler  fell. 

A  general  fight  was  then      , ^ 

robbers  standing  theirground  until  Hugo 
Kngel  fell.  Then  the  police  made  a  rush 
and  captured  Fredericks,  (Jarver  and 
Hurst,  who  were  lodged  in  jail.  Kohler's 
body  W.1S  pierced  by  forty-three  bullets, 
yet  while  he  lay  on  the  ground,  he  man- 
aged to  fire  four  shots  before  he  died. 

Fngcl  was  struck  by  fourteen  bullets 
and  yet  lived  a  short  time.  Henry 
Gleitze  cscajied  and  a  posse  is  now  in 
pursuit.  The  coaches  were  riddled  with 
bullet;;  and  ail  ol  the  windows  were  shot 
out  The  ollii  CIS  escnpcd  unharnitd. 
Kotilcr  marrie'i  a  most  estimable  youii" 
lady  three  weeks  ago.  ** 

The  bandits  h.id  two  sticks  of  dyna- 
mite to  each  ol  which  was  attached  a 
fuse  about  three  feet  long.  It  was  known 
to  the  officera  on  the  bogus  tram  th  ,t  dy- 
nainiie  might  hd  used  and  it  was  first 
proposed  to  lot  the  robbers  cxjilode 
some  of  It  before  firing  on  them.  Before 
leaving  St.  Joe,  however,  Chief  Hroder 
decided  that  it  would  be  a  dangerous 
risk  and  he  instructed  the  bogus  mes- 
senger to  open  the  door  before  the  rob- 
bers  had  a  chance  to  explode  the  stulT. 
Chief  15roder  says  there  was  enough  dy- 
namite to  blow  the  car  into  splinters. 

The  bodies  of  the  two  dead  bandits 
and  the  three  captured  men  were  placet! 
on  the  train  whi<;h  they  h.ul  attacked. 
The  train  then  returned  to  the  Francis 
street  depot  at  12:35  and  the  regular 
train  went  on  its  way.  The  passengers 
did  not  know  what  had  happened.  Ii 
was  quick  work,  and  the  train  bearing

The  robbers  were  taken  completely 
by  surprise,  bat  they  opened  hre  at  once 
upon  ttie  police.  The  police  returned 
the  fire  and  a  general  fusilade  followed 
About  twenly-tive  shots  were  tired  on 
both  sides.  When  the  smoke  cleared 
away,  the  lifeless  bodies  of  Kohler  and 
Lngel  weie  found  lying  on  the  floor  ot 
the  car.  Both  had  been  shot  through 
the  head.  The  bullets  which  pierced 
Kohler's  head  produced  instant  death. 
He  never  stirred  alter  he  was  hit.  In- 
dnll  was  still  breathing,  but  he  died 
shortly  after  he  was  brought  here. 

Freflericks,  the  third  robber,  who  en- 
paged  in  the  tight  in  the  car,  was  unin- 
jured and  was  placed  under  arrest. 
None  of  the  officer-,  were  injured.  While 
the  hght  was  going  on  in  Lie  car,  thos  • 
of  the  police  not  engaged  in  it  were  look 
ing  aticr  the  two  robbers  who  had  b 
;ett  outiide  to  keep  watch.  The 
'luickly  took  them  in  and  placed 
under  arrest. 

1  ne  bandit  who  had  been   detailed   to 
guard  the  engineer  and  fireman  (juickly 
realized  the  situation  when  he  heard  the 
battle  going  on  in  the  e.vpress    car    and 
promptly  made  his  escape.    A  d 
officers  was  put  on  his  track  and 
took  up  the  pursuit  wiili  every   pro^pccc 
of  capturing  the   fugitive   before    dawn. 
A  remarkable  feature  of  the   fight  in  the" 
express  car  was  the  escape  of  all  the  of- 
ficers from  injury.     The  three  robbers  in 
the  car  were  each  armed   with  a  brace  ot 
rtjvolvers  and  used  them  freely,  but  still 
they  did  no  dam.ige. 

The  bodies  of  Kohler  and  Engel  were 
brought  hers  oa  the  train  which  returned 
to  the  city  soon  after  the  encounter. 
They  were  taken  to  an  undertaker's. 
The  prisoners,  Fredericks,  Hurst  and 
Garver,  were  I)rought  hereon  the  same 
train  with  their  dead  comrades  and 
locked  uj)  at  the  police  station.  All  of 
the  train  robbers  lived  here. 

The  robbers,  with  two  exception?, 
were  desperate  men.  They  formed  a 
plot  last  week  to  hold  up  and  rob  the 
Omaha  express  at  Roys  liranch.  one 
mile  above  this  city,  Friday  night  was 
set  for  the  robbery,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  robbers  got  the  trains  mixed  up, 
the  train  of  that  day  escaped.  Yester- 
day the  officials  of  the  railroad  company 
were  notified  by  Hurst,  who  turned 
traitor,  that  another  attempt  would  be 
made  at  i  o'clock  this  morning  at  the 
same  place. 

The  officials  (juietly  side  tracked  the 
regular  tram,  and  with  a  train  made  up 
like  the  regular,  the  two  rear  coaches 
darkened  10  add  to  the  deception,  started 
for  the  place.  In  the  baggage  car  were 
fifteen  armed  polire  commanded  by 
Chief  I'.rodcr,  Sheriff  Carson  and  four 
deputies,  all  heavily  armed.  General 
-Maniger  Hrown  and  Superintendent 
Hohl  were  also  in  the  party.  At  the 
place  stated  by  Hurst,  a  red  light 
brought  the  train  to  a  stop,  and  Gleii/e 
and  Kohler  jumped  on  the  engine  and 
with  pistols  at  the  heads  ol  Engineer 
Wright  and  Fireman  Wi^e, ordered  them 
to  take  dynamite  and  blow  open  the  ex- 
press car  under  pain  of  death. 

On  a  refusal  the  two  bandits  asked  the 
messenger  to  open  the  door,  but  he  re- 
fused, and  Kohler  shouted:  "Open  or 
we'll  blow  you  all  to  h— I."  At  this  the 
door  was  opened,  and  Kohler,  Garver 
and  Gleitze  jumped  in  and  made  for  the 
safe.  As  they  did  so  an  officer  care- 
lessly exposed  his  head.  Kohler  took  a

DIED  FROM   FRIGHT. 
Terrible 


Washington,  Sept.  25.— The  eighth 
week  of  the  present  extraordinary  ses- 
sion and  the  sixth  of  the  debate  on  the 
repeal  bill  was  begun  this  morning  with 
the  senate  meeting  at  11  a.  m.  The  at- 
tendance of  senators  was  unusually 
small.  A  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr. 
Peffer,  which  went  over,  calling  for  in- 
formation as  to  the  anticipation  of  inter- 
est on  United  States  bonds.  The  resolu- 
tion offered  last  Saturday  by  Mr.  Stewart 
as  to  the  co-ordinate  departments  ot  the 
government  was  laid  bcJoie  the  senate 
Here  is  its  text: 

"Resolved,  thai  the  independence  of 
the  co-ordinate  departments  of  the  gov- 
cinment— l.he  legislative,  the  executive 
ana  the  judicial-  must  be  maintained 
and  that  ihe  use  of  the  Dower  and  influ- 
ence of  one  department  to  control  the 
action  of  another  is  in  violation  of  the 
constitution  and  destructive  of  our  form 
of  government.  " 

Mr.  Stewart  began  to  address  the  sea- 
ate  on  the  resolution,  but  had  not 
spoken  more  than  a  few  sentences  when 
he  was  interrupted  by  Mr.  Manderson 
with  the  remark  that  the  resolution  was 
a  most  important  one,  and  that  undoubt- 
edly the  speech  about  to  be  made  was 
one  that  should  be  heard  by  a  full  sen- 
ate. He  suggested  that  there  was  no 
quorum  present. 

The  roll  was  called  and  forty-four  sen- 
ators (one  more  than  a  quorum)  re- 
sponded. Mr.  Stewart  then  went  on 
wiih  his  speech.  He  began  with  a  cita- 
tion f.o;n  President  Clevclands  .cpeech 
Ui.st  Monday  on  the  occasion  of  com- 
memorating the  lo'jih  anniversary  <.f  liie 
laying  of  the  capitol  corner-stone.  This 
speech  hdd        been         made        by 

:i  president  h.aving  more  than 
100.000  federal  offices  to  dispose  of 
and  with  a  veto  power  whif  h  ha.s  been 
•  lesigned  only  for  extraordinary  occa- 
sions, backed  by  concentrated  capital 
and  encouraged  and  flattered  by  a  venal 
press.  He  described  Mr.  Cleveland  on 
that  occasion  as  turning  his  face  towards 
the  senate  wmg  of  the  capitol  and  in 
angry  and  menac.ng  tones  using  the  fol- 
lowing language: 

"It  the  representatives  who  here  as- 
semble to  make  laws  for  their  fellow 
countrymen  forget  the  duty  of  broad  and 
disinteiested  patriotism  and  legislate  in 
prejudice  and  passion,  or  in  behalf  of 
sectional  or  selfish  intere.sts.  the  time 
when  the  corner  stone  of  the  capitol  was 
laid  and  the  circumstances  surrounding  it 
wiM  not  be  worthy  of  commuiioralion  • 
This  declaration,  Mr.  Stewart  said, 
had  bf  en  cheered  and  encouraged  by  a 
thoughtless  multitude  and  construed  by 
a  venal  press  as  a  rebuke  from  the 
president  of  the  United  States  to  the 
senate.  The  struggle  for  constitutional 
liberty,  he  continued,  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
race,  which  had  been  long,  arduous  and 
attended  with  many  sacrihces,  had  lasted 
now  for  nearly  1000  years.      H

During  the  night  she  said  that  without 
warning  Kuney  drev/  a  revolver  and 
pointed  it  at  her.  He  pulled  the  trigger 
but  the  cartridge  did  not  explode.  "^She 
threw  the  Inp  rf)be  over  his  hand  and  al- 
though the  horse  was  on  a  run  she  jumped 
out  of  the  buggy.  Kuney  also  jumped 
out  and  dragged  the  girl  back  to  the 
buggy  and  again  attempted  to  use  the 
revolver.

suicide  near  I'ittsburg,  has  not  at  this 
hour  (I  p.  m.)  been  verified. 

In  seeking  for  a  confirmatiim  of  the 
report,  it  was  learned  that  Schaffer  tV- 
Lazzarier,  Russian  Hebrew  bankers  of 
this  city,  whose  assignment  last  week 
was  attributed  to  Wineberg's  misfortune, 
have  for  several  days  been  mysteriously 
absent  from  their  pl.ice  of  business  and 
residence. 

This  nnrning  the  sidewalk  in  front  of 
their  "bank"  was  thronged  with  Russian 
Jews  who  hftld  receipts  ranging  from  Sio 
to  $300.  A  similar  throng  is  besieging 
Schaffer's  lightly  closed  residence  on 
Forbes  avenue.

After  the  usual  devotional  exercises, 
with  the  reading  of  a  poem  upon  "The 
Friendship  of  the  Faiths,"  by  L.  J.

Two  Killed  Outright,  Two  Died  After  Hours 

of  Agony  and  One  is  Now 

Dying. 


The   Deliberate  and  Awful  Crime  Charged 

Directly  to  the  Coast  Seamen's  Union 

of  'Frisco. 


San  Francisco.  Sept.  j;?.— Six  men 
were  blown  up  with  dynamite  cirly  yes- 
terd.iy  morning  on  the  water  front.  Two 
were  killed  outrighi,  two  died  in  the  city 
receivmg  hospital  after  a  few  hours  of 
agony  horrible  to  witness,  and  one, 
Charles  Bernard,  still  lives  but  has  no 
chance  to  survive  his  injuries.  The  ex- 
plosion was  the  result  of  a  deliberate  and 
di.abolic.il  crime,  meant  to  do  far  dead- 
lier work  than  the  snuttin^j  out  ot  five 
lives. 

It  is  charged  directly  to  the  Coast 
Seaman's  union,  a  strong  aiul  lawless 
organi/Ation  that  has  ruled  Frisco's  water 
front  for  four  years  and  more.  The  list 
of  the  dead  is:'  George  S.  Holmes,  pik- 
driver.  aged  27:  William  T.  MacKenzie, 
boxmaker,  a^ed  22;  Kd  Murphv,  sailor, 
aned  28;  Andrew  McCiuinness,  saihir, 
aged  25.  Injured:  John  Curiin,  Jr.; 
Charles  Bernard,  still  alive,  but  has  ro 
chance  of  recovery. 

SENSATIONAL    CHARGES. 


A  Murderers  Attempt  to  Change  Popular  Sen 
timent.  j 

Mf.mphis.  Tenn..  Sept.  25.— Col.  Clay  j 
H.  King,  the  murderer  of  David  H. 
Poston,  who  is  now  serving  a  life  sen- 
tence in  the  Tennessee  penitentiary  as  a 
punishment  for  the  crime,  has  issued  an 
address  to  the  public  in  which  he  makes 
some  sensational  charges. 

He  alleges  that  his  conviction  was 
brought  about  by  a  conspiracy  between 
judge  Julius  J.  Duboise.  of  tde  Shelby 
countv  criminal  court,  and  the  relatives 
of  Poston.  Duboise,  he  asserts,  used 
every  means  in  h:s  power  to  secure  a 
conviction,  in  or  1^1  to  placate  the  Pos- 
tons  who  wtie  his  i  olitical  enemies. 
King  also  charges  that  Mrs.  Gideon  J. 
Pillow  and  David  H.  Poston,  the  mur- 
dered man,  were  crir^^   .ally  intimate. 

The  pubiicattor  ^.  loe  card  has  caused 
a  sensation.  l..„g  wrote  it  lor  the  pur- 
pose of  arouaing  public  sentim.ent  in  his 
tavor  in  the  hope  of  securing  a  pardon, 
but  he  will  tail  in  his  object,  as  Governor 
Turnev  was  a  member  of  the  supreme 
c»>urt  when  King's  death  sentence  was 
aflirmcd. 

Issue  of  Money  Orders. 

Washington,  Sept.  25.— Representa- 
tive Gates,  of  Ala.,  has  introduced  a  bill 
which,  if  it  shall  be  enacted  into  a  law, 
wdl  be  popular.  It  provides  that  here- 
after money  ordcis  shall  be  issued  by 
pc'Stmasters  upon  verbal  rcqucbts,  and 
abolishing  the  use  of  written  applica- 
tions. The  applicant  is  to  sign  a  receipt 
for  his  order,  however,  which  will  be 
tiled  bv  the  postmaster  with  his  accounts 
and  be  necessary  to  secure  a  settlement.

New  York,  Sept.  25.— A  special  to  the 
Sun  from  Hermoiilo,  Mex.,  says:  Ad- 
vices have  reached  here  of  the  suicide  of 
G.  I).  Root,  United  States  vice  consul  at 
Guaymas.  He  shot  himself  through  the 
head.  He  was  ^o  years  of  age.  No 
cause  is  assigned  for  the  act. 


Effect  of  the 
Course. 
I  Ni:w  York,  Sept.  25. -Henry  Clews 
i  says  in  his  weekly  financial  review:  The 
delay  in  voting  on  the  repe;\l  bill  brought 
business  almost  to  a.  stand  still,  and  tie 
large  traders  showed  no  disposition  to 
coiiie  to  the  relief  until  they  received  as- 
surancts  that  the  senate  will  soon  act. 
The  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  Lon- 
dtui  market.  In  view  of  this,  prices  for 
several  days  have  been  sagging,  al- 
tiiougli  oi;j  iiolictablc  fcaluic  is  that 
long  stock  does  not  come  out,  and  the 
bears,  while  they  indulge  in  their  usual 
pessimistic  talk,  do  not  c  ire  to  add  iiia- 
lerially  to  their  outstanding  short  con- 
tracts. 1  regard  the  repe;il  ot  the  Sher- 
man act  as  inevitable  within  a  compara- 
tively short  period.  After  having  with- 
stood its  dangers  for  so  many  months 
and  years,  a  few  days'  extra  delay  is  of 
small  ct)nse»|ucnce,  except  to  ultra  sen- 
sitive indiviauals  whose  nervousness  un- 
settles tlieir  juilgmcnt. 

Railroads,  generally,  are  still  showing 
losses  in  gross  earnings  as  compared 
with  last  vear,  but  considerable  inijirove- 
menl  when  compared  with  the  last  two  or 
three  weeks,  which  is  taken  as  an  evi- 
dence that  the  tide  has  turned  and  that 
all  kinds  of  freight  will  soon  avsume  its 
wonted  activity.  It  could  not  bo  other- 
wise than  that  the  railroads  should  suffer 
from  the  late  depression  in  business.  It  is 
equally  natural,  therefore,  that  they 
should  now  reflect  the  improvement  in 
the  business  situation,  and  that  as  tactoi- 
ies  resume  and  goods  begin  to  move 
more  freely  into  consumption,  the  gross 
returns  will  return  to  normal  tigurts. 
Whether  they  will  continue  to  maintain 
the  large  increase  which  they  had  previ- 
ously snown  or  not,  it  would  be  rash  to 
predict. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  move- 
ment of  whe:4t.  cotton,  corn,  provisions 
andglher  agricultural  products  has  been 
very  backward.  For  various  reasons, 
though  largely  because  of  low  prices, 
farmers  have  h.-ld  back  their  prodiictsas 
much  as  possible.  The  Farmers'  Alli- 
ance has  undoubtedly  influenced  many 
farmers  in  this  course.  Whatever  the 
reasons,  therefore,  it  is  evident  that  the 
products  of  the  soil,  of  wh:ch  we  have  an 
abundance,  must  soon  begin  to  move 
more  freely,  and  thus  bring  business  to 
the  railroads.  When  it  is  considered 
that  there  is  no  over-producticn  of  rail- 
roads, as  in  former  panics;  that  prices  are 
already  low;  that  Purope  stands  ready  to 
buy  when  our  currency  evils  are 
abolished;  that  expenses  are  being  large- 
ly curtaifed,  and  that  we  have  certainly 
seen  the  worst  that  can  happen,  there  is 
no  reason  whatever  for  anything  except 
sturdy  contidence  in  the  future  of  good 
railroad  stotks  and  bonds.  The  Chi- 
cago exposi\pn  has  proved  a  boon  to 
many  lines;  aid  while  this  source  of  in- 
come will  sooiV^be  lost,  it  has  neverthe- 
}  le.s  proved  a  very  timely  aid  in  keeping 
up  earnings. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  improvement  in 
the  hnancial  situation  the  New  YorK 
banks  have  recently  retired  "  ;?.8,ooo,ooo 
of  their  clearing  house  cerlilicatcs,  leav- 
ing the  amount  now  outstanding  $30,- 
000,000.  Oat  of  the  $38,000,000  origin- 
ally issued,  it  is  creditable  to  \Vall 
street  that  during  the  crisis  less  than  20 
per  cent  of  the  sum  was  required  to 
carry  Wall  street  interests  through,  thus 
showing  the  solidity  of  ttie  linancial 
hrms  connected  with  the  great  financial 
center  of  this  country.  Tbe  remarkably 
sound  position  demonstrated  througti 
the  trying  ordeal  of  such  a  long  panic 
period  naturally  had  a  most  telling  effect 
in  sustaining  the  entire  nation  from  more 
general  and  widespread  disaster  than 
was  produced  by  the  most  severe  con- 
traction of  credits  that  this  country  has 
ever  experienced,  every  section  of  it 
virtuady  being  compelled  to  go  into  a 
crediiiliquidatioii. 

The  test  which  the  panic  has  furnished 
or  liie  soundness  of  business  affairs 
almost  everywhere  makes  the  foundation 
a  soliil  one  now  to  build  up  on,  and  it 
should  therefore  bring  about  more  rapid 
recuperation  than  after  any  previous 
panic.  The  financial  disturbance  of 
1873  ^^s  produced  by  an  excess  of  rail- 
road'construction.  The  new  roads  and 
the  bankers  connected  therewith  as 
sponsors  mostly  all  came  to  grief.  The 
panic  of  1884  was  caused  by  the  collapse 
t)f  several  New  \  ork  banks  and  unsound 
•inanciering  by  numerous  firms,  whereas 
ihc  panic  of  i8g3  found  the  business  sit- 
uation ot  the  country  on  a  remarkably 
conservative  basis.

.\disoii  (\Gnnihort,  the  ha.seh;tll  piteluT, 
now  of  the  Pittslmrij;  team,  has  hiotiuiit 
suitaj^'ainst  the  Chicouu  club  to  ri'covev  i^.i,- 
'S)0.  Tills  suit  at  law  is  of  vastly  more  iin- 
liortaiice  to  the  profession  at  lar^e  than  tlie 
sum  representccl  by  the  controversy.  When 
thecasi'!  is  adjudicated  i<  will  settle  one 
vi.ry  important  point  of  law  that  is  inter- 
csiins  to  every  baseball  player  and  chili 
within  the  re:tch  of  the  National  league. 

Gnmbert's  complaint  ng.ainst  the  Chicago 
rhtb  will  test  one  provision  of  the  reserve 
rule.  tJundvrt  wa.s  for  a  time  Inst  year  a 
player  under  contract  wiih  the  Chicago 
club.  In  niidseason  the  dub  repudiated 
tin  ir  contract  with  him  or  told  uim  he 
would  be  released  unles.^  he  accepted  n  re- 
duct  ion  in  salary,  lie  preferred  his  relea.'*e, 
and  it  was  <;ra»ited,  but  not  till  he  tried  to 
lu'irotiate  with  other  League  clubs  which 
needetl  the  services  of  good  pitchers  did  he 
realize  that  his  relea.se  had  been  only  a 
blind,  or  one  by  agreement  with  nil  the 
other  clubs  that  none  of  them  would  accept 
his  services.  The  intent  of  it  all  was  to 
force  (iiimbcrt  to  return  to  the  Chicago 
club  at  the  hatter's  own  figures. 

Hut  Gumbert  would  not  return.  He  re- 
mained idle  for  the  rest  of  the  season— was 
forced  to  do  so.  as  he  alleges  in  his  petition— 
and  he  now  sues  to  recover  as  much  sjil- 
ary  as  this  inequitable  act  of  the  Chicagos 
deprived  him  of.  If  he  wins  the  ease,  he 
will  «ive  the  noted  reserve  rule  quite  a 
shock.  Good  lawyers  have  alway.s  held 
that  this  rule  would  never  stand  a  te.'-t  at 
law.  Uuringthefight  l)etwecn  the  National 
loaf :ue  clubs  and  the  Bnitheihood  players 
!n  IS'.K)  the  reserve  rule  came  up  in  the  v.n- 
riotis  legal  squabbles  u  number  of  times, 
aud  in  not  one  instance  did  the  presiding 
judge  look  upon  it  with  favor.  Its  legality 
was  never  directly  brought  to  test,  however, 
in  those  case.s,  but  especially  in  the  injunc- 
tion proceedings  of  the  New  York  club 
against  John  Zd.  Ward  it  was  decided  that 
the  rule  could  not  affect  a  pl.ayer  to  the  ex- 
tent of  enjoining  him  from  contracting  to 
phiy  elsewhere  than  with  theclub  which  re- 
served him,  iuasmuch  as  there  was  a  lack  of 
equity  in  its  provisions  lietwecn  the  club 
lUid  llie  player  .so  reserved. 

The  Gumltert  case  will  decide  whether  a 
club,  either  by  agreement  with  associated 
clubs  or  by  this  reserve  rule,  can  compel  a 
man  to  play  with  them  at  their  own  price 
or  lie  idle  without  a  chance  to  earn  hLs  liv- 
ing at  his  profession  elsewhere.  If  Gum- 
bert should  win.  the  efiicacy  of  the  reserve 
rule  would  bo  .almost  destroyed.  The  elrtct 
of  such  a  result  would  be  very  embarrass- 
ing to  the  National  Icr.gue,  for  time  and 
costly  exixrience  have  demonstrated  the 
fact  thai  the  ie.serve  rule  or  some  provision 
of  th;  t  k  nd  is  absu  .it- ly  necessary  to  keep 
pnilcssioual  bn-seball  oil  a  business  basis. 

Baseball  is  getting  into  the  courts  of  late 
with  a  regularity  that  surprises  the  learned 
Judges.  It  h.as  only  been  nine  years  .since 
•Justice  Baxter  of  the  f^  dcr.-Tl  circuit  court, 
sitting  in  Cincinnati,  threw  oat  the  jH-ti- 
tjon  of  the  St.  liouis  Union  Ba.'.eball  club 
niiainst  Tony  ?.Iullane  as  he  would  have 
brushed  a  cigar  stump  from  hi.s  de.sk. 

"What  is  this  ba.sehall  business  any- 
how!''' he  inqiired.  The  lawjer  f«h'  llie 
?t.  liOUis  club  slaited  in  to  enlighten  Lis 
honor.  "Ba.seball."  said  he.  "is  a  game— 
a  sport  playe<l  by  nine  men  on  each  side" — 
"Stop!"  thunder.'d  his  honor.  "How  dare 
you  take  up  the  time  of  this  court  with 
matteis  of  such  trivial  nature?  Mr.  Clerk, 
strike  this  ca.se  from  the  calendar.  What 
is  the  next  in  order:-"' 

bix  yeai-s  later  the  courts  pave  respectfiil 
consideration  to  questions  in  disjjtite  be- 
tween clubs  and  player.s.  In  New  "i'ork 
city  such  eminent  firms  as  Evarts,  Choate 
&  Beeinan  nndIlowland«5;:  Bacon  appeared 
before  the  courts  and  argued  baseball  .suits 
at  great  length.  Even  the  federal  justices 
in  that  city  bout  tlieir  Judicial  minds  to  the 
perple.xini;  qucstioir<  which  were  arising  in 
the  busiue.s.s.  By  that  tiiuo  several  millions 
of  dollars  were  invci-ted  in  the  game,  and  the 
courts  could  no  longer  ignore  the  business. 
Nothing  succeeds  like  success.  The 
news  of  ba.spball  prosperity  in  the  east  has 
I'eached  the  farthest  corners  of  the  west 
i.ud  .south,  and  steps  are  .already  being  tak- 
en to  build  up  profesisioual  circuits.  The 
latest  announcement  is  that  the  South- 
western league  will  be  in  the  field  for  1S94 
with  Fort  Sndth,  Little  Kock,  Hot  Springs, 
Mo.,  .Joplin,  Fort  Scott  and  probably 
Wichita  tmd  Topeka  Jis  members.

Then 
comes  IMcGill,  AFaiick,  Mc.Mahon,  Killen, 
Stein,  Khnl.  Youiifr.  .Meekin,  Muliane.iiid 
Nicho!;<.  There  .are  'J>  more  who  rate  from 
iudiffcrcut  to  very  ba<l,  .-inil  among  the  UO

A  Bridge  to  Superior. 
The  Washington  dispatch  on  the 
bridge  question,  published  in  the  News 
Tribune  todav,  is  a  very  ingenious  at- 
tempt to  make  it  appear  that  the  Du- 
luth-Superior  Bridge  company's  bill  is 
certain  to  pass  congress  and  that  the  bill 
of  the  Commercial  Bridge  company  has 
not  the  ghost  uf  a  chance  of  succeeding. 
This  is  a  very  clever  game  of  bluff,  but 
it  will  hardly  work  with  thos 
acquainted  with  the  situation 
is  that  the  UulvtU-Suoerior  Rrid;:e  com- 
paiiy's  bill,  more  generally  known  as  the 
Hartley  bill,  will  never  get  through  con- 
gress. It  is  not  acceptable  to  I'vi  peo- 
ple of  Duluth  and  Superior.  It  may 
please  a  few  interested  parties,  but  it 
will  receive  the  strong  opposilion  of 
the  people  generally  at  the  head 
of        the        lake.  It        will       also 

encounter  the  equally  strong  opposition 
of  the  Lake  Carriers'  association.  That 
it  can  secure  a  majority  in  either  branch 
of  congress,  in  face  of  such  powerful 
protests,  is  an  impossibility.  The  com- 
bined influence  of  Congressmen  Bald- 
win and  Haugen  would  be  impotent  to 
secure  its  passage  in  the  house  against 
such  opposition. 

The    bill   introduced   in  behalf  of  the 
Commercial    Bridge  company  contains 
some  features  that   will   commend   it   to 
the  approval  of    the  people  of    Duluth 
and    Superior,  and   it    has    a' ready   re- 
ceived the  approval   of    the    Lake   Car- 
riers' association   and   the   endorsement 
of  the  local  government  engineer.    The 
bills  are  practically  the  same,  so   far  as 
provision    for    sale    to     the     cities     is 
concerned,  and  there    can  be  no  objec- 
tion   raised    on    that    point.    The  main 
difference  is  in  regard  to  the    character 
of    the    bridge.     It    is    essential    that  a 
first-class  steel    structure  that    will  ac- 
commodate all  forms  of  trafi'ic  shall    be 
erected  between  the  two  cities,  and    this 
is      provided    for    by    the  Commercial 
Bridge   company's    bill.     The    Duluth- 
Superior  Bridge  company's  bill  provides 
for  a  much  cheaper  and  inferior  style  of 
bridge.    It  does  not    provide  for    steam 
cars  at  all.    Upon   this  point  the  News 
Tribune  says: 

"There  are  but  two  main  points  of  dif- 
ference in  the  bills  as  they  now  stand. 
One  is  that  the  bill  introduced  by  re- 
quest by  Congressman  Tawncy,  grants 
the  franchise  to  the  Commercial  Bridge 
company,  and  by  its  terms  includes 
steam  cars  in  the  enumeration  of  the 
kinds  of  traffic  for  which  the  bridge  is 
designed,  while  the  Baldwin  bill  not 
only  does  not  provide  for  railway  traffic, 
but  Congressman  Haugen  has  intro- 
duced another  bill  providing  for  a  rail- 
way bridge,  and  this  is  part  of  the 
scheme." 
This  mean?,  evidently,  that  the  scheme 

contemplates  two  bridges— one  for  steam 
railway  purposes  only  and  the  other  for 
street  cars,  wagon  and  foot  traffic.  There 
will  be  an  energetic  protest  against  such 
needless  interference  with  navigation  at 
this  point.  There  is  no  necessity  for  two 
bridges  when    one    can  be  erected  thai 


Joint  International  Control. 
According  to  a  recent  article  in  the 
New  York  Sun,  Canadian  vesselmen  are 
now  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  hav- 
ing the  St.  Lawrence  canal  system,  upon 
which  Canada  has  spent  about  $50,000.- 
000,  placed  under  joint  international 
control,  so  that  congress  might  be  in- 
duced to  lend  a  hand  in  deepening  it  to 
twenty-one  feet.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
work  would  cost  $200,009,000,  a  sum 
which  Canada  could  not  raise  single- 
handed,  but  half  that  amount  could 
probably  be  raised  by  the  Dominion,  it 
the  L'nited  States  agreed  to  furnish   the 

other  half. 
The    great    benefits    which    would  be 

derived  by  both  countries  from  this  im- 
provement are  patent  to  every  one  who 
has  given  the  subject  any  thought.  At 
present  th  greatest  navigable  depth  is 
fourteen  feet  by  the  Welland  canal,  but 
the  canals  between  Kingston  and  Mon- 
treal are  only  nine  feet  deej),  though  im- 
provements are  being  made  with  a  view 
to  enlarging  them  to  fourteen  feet. 
With  a  twenty-one  foot  channel  from 
Lake  Superior  to  Montreal,  wheat  could 
be  carried  from  Duluth  and  other  ports 
at  the  head  of  the  lake  to  Liverpool  for 
10  or  12  cents  per  bushel,  and  summer 
transportation  on  all  the  railroads  run-  | 
ring  to  the  seaboard  would  have  to  Le 
reduced  to  .about  the  same  rate.

The  fact  I  ing  th-  wheat  of  the  North.vest  to  Liver- 


no  longer  merely  a  question  between 
employer  and  wage  worker.  The  unions 
act  as  employment  bureaus  and  insur- 
ance companies  for  their  members.  In 
sonic  cases  thty  guarantee  the  skill  and 
good  behavior  of  their  men,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  this  plan  be  pursued  to  a 
greater  extent  in  the  future.  Another 
good  suggesiioi  is  that  the  trade  unions 
should  accomplish  as  much  as  '  possible 
through  volunt-iry  agreement  and  the 
education  of  public  sentiment  rather 
than  by  law.  For  undue  interference  by 
law  has  been  found  to  be  disadvantage- 
ous in  many  respects. 

The  writer  of  the  magazine  article 
closes  by  the  followirg  expression  ot 
opinion  on  labor  legislaticr.:  "State  ac 
tion,  when  resorted  to  atalljin  the  sphere 
of  industry  and  commerce  ought  to  be 
taken  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  com- 
niunitv,  not  of  a  class— and  the  wage 
earners,  though  estimated  at  two-thirds 
of  the  whole  population,  are  but  a  class 
after  all.  There  is  one  interest  which  we 
all  have  in  common,  however  diverse 
may  be  our  several  vocations  namely, 
our  advantage  as  consumers.  Here 
then  is  the  interest  which  the  state  that 
is  the  whole  body  of  citizens  in  their  cor- 
porate capacity— may  most  legitimately 
devote  its  powers  to  advance."

It  would  ensure  the  opening  of  a  deep 
waterway  from  the  lakes  to  the  Atlantic 
several  years  earlier  than  it  could  be  ob- 
tained in  any  other  way.  The  sentiment 
in  favor  of  joint  control  should  be  en- 
couraged.

English  Trade  Unionism. 
A  labor  commission  was  recently  ap- 
pointed in  England  to  collect  evidence 
m  regard  to  the  condition  of  labor  and 
the  need  for  additional  labor  legislation, 
and  as  England  is  considered  the  model 
trade  union  country,  the  facts  brought  to 
light  by  the  commission  will  be  consid- 
ered with  interest  in  this  country.  An 
impartial  article  on  "The  Teachings  of 
the  Labor  Commission"  is  given  in  the 
current  number  of  the  Contemporary 
Review,  and  a  brief  summary  of  its  con- 
tents may  prove  interesting  to  The  Her- 
ald's readers. 

The  existence  of  two  schools  of  trade 
unionism  is  noticed.  The  okl  trade  un- 
ion school  is  found  among  the  skilled 
trades  and  those  who  have  fixed  employ- 
ment. This  school  is  content  with  very 
reasonable  demands.  It  accepts  the 
wage  system  as  it  is,  and  attempts  to 
make  the  most  of  it.  The  new  school  is 
among  those  having  less  permanent  and 
less  skilled  employment,  as  fur  instance 
the  dock  laborers.

The  High  ;choci  kickers  have  been  in- 
itiated into  the  strategic  points  of  the 
game  by  Martin  Watrous  and  show  the 
results  of  their  coaching  by  an'  active, 
brisk  siyleof  play,  and  prompt  attention 
to  signals.

Seixas,    of 
Columbia,  will  fill  the  position    of  center 
rush  and  m  the  line    will    be    Thurman 
and  Braffley,  of  the  Michigan    and    \  ir- 
ginia  univei-sities,    Totm.in,    of    Philips 
Exeter:  Ditkerman,  of    Minnesota;  Mc- 
Connack,    a    strapping    young      kicker 
from    ^Taca'eitcr    college,    and    Martin 
Watrous. 

What  October  May  Bring. 
October  will  sooi.  be  knocking  for  ad- 
mission and  this  has  moved  observer 
Bronson  to  look  up  the  records  of  that 
month.  The  normal  temperature  for  the 
past  twenty-two  years  has  been  4;  de- 
grees, the  warmest  October  being  in 
1S79  *ben  the  temperature  averaged  51 
degrees  and  the  coldeit  in  1887,  when  it 
was  41  degree^.  The  warmett  October 
day  was  the  7ih  in  1886,  when  the  ther- 
mometer reached  80  degrees.  Four  de- 
grees was  the  coldest  on  the  29th,  1885. 
The  average  precipitation  is  2. 73  inches. 
Number  ot  cloudless  days  8,  partly 
cloudy  11,  and  cloudy  12.  Prevailing 
winds  have  been  northeast  and  the  high- 
est velocity  v.as  attained  en  October  2, 
1884,  forty-six  miles. 


Judge  Lewis  took  up  the  criminal  cal- 
endar this  morning.  State  against  Leslie 
Pikkannen,  charged  with  assault  in  the 
tirst  degree,  is  the  hrst  case.  The  de- 
fendant was  in  some  way  connected  with 
the  arrest  of  Houck,  the  West  Duluth 
murderer.  This  fact  and  the  similarity 
in  sound  between  bis  name  and  that  of 
the  renowned  detective  induced  the  boys 
to  playfully  dub  Pikkarinen,  "Pinkerton." 
The  more  he  diil  not  like  it  the  more  the 
sobriquet  was  hurled  at  him  from  all 
quarters,  and  therefrom  sprang  the 
shooting  with  which  Pikkarinen  stands 
charged. 

According  to  his  testimony,  the  com- 
plaining witness,  Henry  Clyne,  went  into 
a  saloon  at  West  Duluth  Fourth  of  July 
"to  get  a  lunch."  l  he  delendant  was  in 
there.  He  was  addressed  as  Pinkerton, 
invited  to  drink  and  when  he  stepped  up 
to  the  bar  told  to  -buy  it  "  There  was 
considerable  more  "joihing"  and  a  little 
bologna  sausage  was  thrown,  but  no 
blood  was  shed  at  this  encounter. 

The  next  day  the  pailies  met  in  a  res- 
taurant. Ihc  opprobrious  epithet  was 
again  hurled  a'  Pikkarinen,  and,  stung 
beyond  further  endurance,  it  seems  thai 
he  drew  a  revolver  and  tired.  The  ball 
entered  the  lower  lobe  ot  Clyne's  right 
lung.  Though  the  wound  was  at  tirst  re- 
garded as  serious.  Clyne  is  now  to  all 
appearance  as  heaithy  and  robust  a 
young  man  as  one  could  pick  up  in  a 
day's  journey. 

Pikkarinen's  burden  in  life  seems  to  be 
his  peculiar  patronymic,  which  leads  to 
suggestive  distortions  and  substitutions. 
Ttie  witnesses  lor  the  state  this  morning 
knew  him  only  as  Pinkerton,  except  that 
some  called  him  "VVhitey,"  an  appeia- 
tion  suggested  by  his  personal  appear- 
ance, which,  at  a  little  distance,  is  not  un- 
like an  Albino. 

The  line  of  th:  defense  will  probably 
bi  that  Clyne  made  thieits  which  put 
"Pinkerton"  in  fear  of  bodily  harm.  Col. 
Harris  is  conducting  the    defense. 

The  jury  in  Terence  Morerncau  against 
Trainor  Brcs.  returned  the  following  ver- 
dict: First  and  tbird  causes  of  action, 
for  plaintiff  ?48.22;  fifth  cause  of  action,  | 
for  plaintiff  ?46o.  A  stay  of  forty  days 
was  granted.  This  jury  had  a  monkey 
and  parrot  sort  of  tune.  At  one  time 
Saturday  afternoon  the  lie  was  freely 
passed  and  the  interference  of  their 
comrades  was  necessary  to  keep  two  of 
the  jurors  from  coming  to  blows.  The 
veruict  was  not  reached  until  4  o'clock 
Sunday   morning. 

Judge  Lewis  has  excused  a  good  many 
jurors  who  have  put  in  pretty  hard  work 
and  today  a  special  venire  was  issued  to 
supply  the  dcliciency  in  the  panel. 

Andrew  Wilson  and  Charles  Johnson, 
charged  with  grand  larceny  in  the  sec- 
ond degree,  appeared  before  Judge 
Lewis  this  morr.ing  and  changed  their 
plea  to  the  effect  t^at  they  had  already 
been  convicle<l  of  the  same  ol'fense  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace  at  \irginia. 

Before  Judge  Ensign  this  morning  the 
trial  of  Noithern  Pacific  Railroad  com- 
pany against  Wolf  (S:  King  was  begun. 
The  defendants  usad  the  plaintiff's  dock 
at  Old  Superior  for  h.^indiing  sand  to  be 
used  on  street  work.  About  180  feet  of 
the  dock  gave  w;iy  under  the  load, 
which,  it  is  claimed,  was  excessive.  The 
plaintiff  asks  $3500  for  damage  to  the 
dock  and  S2000  for  the  loss  of  the  use 
thereof  curing  its  disorder  and  process 
of  re{>air.

The  Cranberry  Lumber  Company   Has   Lost  Us 
Store.  Office  and  Barns. 

A  couple  of  weeks  ago  the  Cranberry 
Lumber  company  lost  its  mill  by  fire 
down  at  the  headcjuarters  on  the  Cran- 
berry river.  Last  Friday  the  office,  store 
and  warehouse,  icehouse  and  barns 
burned  abo;it  5  o'clock.  .The  origin  of 
the  fire  is  unknown,  but  is  assigned 
either  to  forest  hres  or  sparks  from  the 
company's  locomotives. 

In" the  store  and  warehouse  were  the 
supplies  lor  the  camps,  such  as  food, 
hardware,  tobacco  and  general  merchan- 
dise. In  the  ice  house  the  meats  were 
stored  and  in  the  barn  were  a  number  of 
harnesses  and  other  articles.  All  ot 
these  were  destroyed.  The  horscs  were 
not  in  the  barn  at'the  time.  In  the  office 
are  four  sleeping  rooms  and  the  fore- 
man, clerk  and  scaler  lodged  there. 
All  of  their  clothing  was  de- 
stroyed, but  the  books  were  saved. 
In  the  barn  there  was  also  stored  two  car 
loads  of  hay  and  two  car  loads  of  oats 
just  received. 

The  round  house  and  blacksmith  shop 
were  saved  and  also  the  men's  and  cook's 
camps.  The  total  loss  is  placed  at  $10,- 
OGO  and  there  is  no  insurance.  The  rug 
Bennett  left  today  with  a  scow  load  of 
supplies  lor  the  men. 


Professor  Ullmann  Talks  of  ihc  Relations 
Between  Norway  and  Sweden. 
Professor  \  igijo  Ullmann,  ptesidcnt 
(^  the  Norwegian  jiarliamrnt,  anived  in 
Duluth  at  a  late  hour  Saturday  right, 
having  previously  jpoken  10  a  crowded 
and  enthusiastic  house  in  West  Superior. 
He  spent  Sunday  in  the  company  of  a 
few  'prominent  Norwegims,  Gustav 
Swenilson,  Adv.  Rustgard,  J.  11.  Nord'.  y, 
A.  B.  Langc  and  others,  and  was  found 
this  morning  by  a  Herald  reporter  busily 
engaged  in  writing  letters  to  his  political 
friends  at  home.  He  spoke  interest- 
ingly and  clearly  of  Norwegian  political 
affairs. 

The  congress  of  Norway  meets  in  reg- 
ular session  on  the  first  Mondny  in  Feb- 
ruary every  year  and  the  members  are 
elected  tor  three  years.  New  elections 
will  not  take  place  before  the  fall  ol 
i8(M.  but  the  Conservative  party,  niostlv 
composed  of  large  landowners,  ofhce- 
bt)ldprs.  the  clergy  and  monitd  people, 
have  already  opened  their 

guns.        Mr.         Ullmanu  is        one 

of  the  lorcmost  leaders  cf  the 
opposite  party  the  Liberal  or  Radical, 
which,  though  having  a  decided  majority 
in  the  congress,  has  let  the  king  torm  a 
minority  ministry  as  the  king  refused  to 
sanction  the  new  law  to  establish  a 
separate  Norwegian  consular  service,  in- 
stead of  the  present  system  which  gives 
Norway  and  Sweden  a  consular  service. 
This  system  is  said  to  please  the  Swedes 
very  well,  Mr.  Ullmann  said,  but  he 
quoted  several  instances  where  Nor- 
wegian interests  have  suffered  and  been 
neglected.  The  common  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  is  only  responsible  to  the 
Swedish  congress  and  can  obey  or  dis- 
obey orders  trom  the  Norwegian  con- 
gress as  it  may  please  him,  or  rather, 
the  king. 

The  Liberal  party  in  Norway,  Mr. 
Ullmann  said,  has  introduced  the  jury 
system  and  oilier  reforms  against  the 
stubborn  opposition  of  the  king  and  the 
Conservatives;  it  is  outspoken  for  uni- 
versal i^uffrage,  direct  taxation  and  even 
for  women  suffrage,  it  has  in  tact  given 
women  suffrage  in  school  matters,  but 
has  not  been  strong  enough  to  give  them 
full  suffrage.  The  present  difficulties 
between  tlie  king  and  the  minority  on 
one  side  and  the  majority  on  the  other 
side,  the  common  consular  and  diplo- 
matic service,  is  the  only  branch  of  gov- 
ernment which  Norway  and  Sweden 
have  in  common,  and  as  it  gives 
.Sweden  a  small  bit  of  su- 
periority the  Liberal  party  insists 
upon  a  dissolution.  It  the  Liberal  party 
carries  the  next  elections,  which  its  mem- 
bers are  confident  of  uoing,  the  present 
government  will  be  impeached  and  the 
ministry  will  not,  as  in  1884.  escape  with 
losing  their  seats,  but  may  iJe  deprived 
oi  their  honors. 

Mr.  lllmann  stated  that  the  Liberal 
party  has  no  hostility  towards  Sweden, 
but  only  against  tue  aristocratic  party 
that  is  backing  the  king  up  in  his  fight 
agam&t  Norway.  He  riuiculed  the  idea 
ot  a  war  between  the  two  countries  and 
said  that  if  the  king  were  cr.i/y  enough 
to  send  Swedish  troops  ugaii.-..  Norway 
— which  he  cannot  do  without  permis- 
sion of  the  congress- -the  result  might 
be  tba:  Swedish  and  Norwegian 
soldiers  would  fall  int«  each  others 
arms  and  proclaim  the  republic.  Mr. 
Ullmann  does  not  seem  to  fell  too  much 
love  for  the  kuigdom  in  general  and 
still  less  (or  King  (^scar  in  particular. 
In  fact  it  is  said  that  he  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  his  party  believe  that  Norway  is 
perfectly  safe  without  any  king. 

Mr.  Ullmann  speaks  tonight  in  Nor- 
wegian at  the  High  School  assembly 
hall.  He  leaves  tomorrow  at  i  p.  ni.  for 
Minneapolis.

There 
have  been  no  overt  acts  of  consequence 
siuce  the  establishment  of  martial  law, 
aiul  the  riotinjj  that  previously  was    of 

frc(!uent       occurrence       has       entirely 
sioppeil. 

'1  he  feelinpf  amoii<j  the  young  Czechs, 
however,  has  uiiderj,'One  no  change,  and 
it  is  only  the  presence  of  large  bo.lies  of 
soluiery  that  prevents  an  open  (.utbrcak. 
Tlie  btrcei.3  oi  the  citv  are  in  the  posses- 
ii'ii  of  armed  pjiiceuicn  who  clo  not  al- 
low the  smallest  gathering  ot  the  popu- 
lace undt-r  any  circumstances.  Even  in 
me  case  of  an  accident  the  people  who 
attempt  to  gather  out  of  curiosity  are 
sternly  ordered  to  proceed  about  their 
business  and  not  the  sli^htCit  intorma- 
tion  is  vouchsafed  to  them. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  people  are  thor- 
oughly cijwel  by  the  niLasurcs  taken  by 
the  government.  The  city  is  infested 
vvitli  spies  and  the  residents,  even  those 
who  support  the  government,  are  ex- 
tremrly  guarded  in  their  conversations. 
Everybody  talks  in  .ui  undertone,  le.tr- 
Kig  tnat  what  may  be  i^aid  may  l>e  neaid 
bv  spies,  distorted  ana  reported  to  the 
autcionties,  in  which  event  arrcat  is  liable 
to  follow. 

The  censorship  of  the  press  is  ex- 
tremely rigid,  I'oiicemen  are  posied  in 
th.-oflicLSof  every  oppoiiiion  newspaper, 
and  he  would  be  a  daring  editor  who 
wuuUl  attempt  to  bmugLjlt;  into  his  paper 
an  article  thri.t  would  otfcrnd  the  K"vern- 
ment.  An  uneasy  and  suspicious  feeling 
t.revaiis  everywhere.  It  is  stated  that 
ilie  s:ate  of  siejfc  \f ill  hi  extended  so  as 
to  include  all  towns  in  I'ohcmia  that 
I;^\c  over  io,o:.>o  inhabitants. 

The  official  Praj^er  Zcitung,  in  an- 
nouncing the  exceptional  measures 
adopted  by  the  impeiial  government  to 
put  down  the  Czech  agitation,  published 
a  leading  article  stating  the  views  of  the 
Miipcrial  auihoritKs.  It  is  sud  that  the 
populdiioTi  had  been  violently  stirred  up 
by  a  ruthless  faction,  which,  heedless  of 
the  future  of  the  people,  inllamed  their 
passions,  used  intimidation,  incited  tne 
populace  ai^.ainsc  persons,  institutions 
;uid  nationalities  aud  while  seeking  the 
co-operation  of  th^  unruly  elements  of 
other  parties,  encouraged  the  latter  to 
revolt  against  the  authorities.  Even  the 
sacred  person  of  the  monarch  was  not 
respected. 

Arlvertin^r  next  to  the  cor*5t.tnt  dis- 
turbances of  late  and  the  pul^ic  insults 
ollcrtd  to  the  emblems  of  constitutional 
autlijrity,  the  ofiicial  orEjair  declared 
that  the  ordinary  forces  oi  government 
are  no  longer  adequate  and  that  the 
restrictions  which  the  Jaw  permits  to  be 
placed  on  the  Ireedom  of  the  press,  the 
right  of  public  meeting  and  like  consti- 
tutional privileges  wcie  necessary.  Con- 
setpiintly  the  exceptional  measures  in 
question  have  been  put  into  force  in 
I'rague  and  its  surroundings,  for  Irom 
tnere  the  movement  is  directed  andtheie 
the  effects  of  the  agitation  have  been  es- 
pecially apparent.

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Sept.  26.— Last  night 
Charles  Herring,  19  years  of  age,  killed 
his  16  year-old  wife  and  committed  sui- 
cide. The  couj)!e  had  been  married 
less  than  a  year  but  on  account  of  the 
husband's  j.;alousy,  they  frequently  qu.>r- 
reled.

TicKKK  Haute,  Ind.,  Sept.  26.-  A 
dastardly  attempt  was  made  to  wreck  a 
Vandalia  passenger  rrain  at  Staunton, 
ten  miles  east  of  here,  at  2  o'clock  this 
morning.  It  was  the  Cincinnati  express 
and  it  was  going  about  thirty-five  miles 
per  hour  when  an  engineer  saw  that  the 
rails  were  parted  and  turned  to  one  side, 
two  rails  length  ahead.

No  Progress  Wade  in  Regard  to  the  Frisco 
Explosion. 
San  Francisco,  Sept.  26.— At  the 
coroner's  investigation  yesterday  on  the 
bodies  of  the  victims  of  the  Main  street 
explosion,  Mrs.  Theresa  Jacobsoa,  si.^ter 
ol  Mckenzie;  T.  H.  Holmes,  brother  of 
Gecrtre  Holmes,  John  Keron  and  Charles 
l-.w;ng  were  the  only  witnesses  examined. 
Their  examination  resulted  principally 
in  the  identification  of  the  burned  and 
mutilated  corpses, 

Charles  Kwinj^ testified  that  McGuiniss 
had  told  him  that  he  was  afraid  of  being 
killed  bv  union  sailors  in  this  port.  Hi; 
also  testified  that  he  heard  T>rell  say  to 
Mrs.  Curtin:  "Your  davs  are  numbered." 
The  inquest  will  bo  resumed  today. 
An  expert  expressed  the  conviction  that 
the  explosion  was  undoubtedly  caused 
by  dynamite  or  some  nitro-glycerine 
compound.  The  various  powder  com- 
panies have  no  record  of  having  sold 
such  explosives  to  any  person  whonii^ht 
have  been  connecttd  with  the  crime.  '^ 

Andrew  F  urusclh,  secretary  of  the 
Scamans'  union,  was  closely  examined 
by  the  chief  of  police  yesterday,  but  the 
chief  got  very  little  satidaction  out 
of  him.  "He  claims  to  be  innocent, "saici 
Chief  Crowley  last  nijjht,  "but  he  docs 
not  icll  the  truth;  he  docs  know  about 
this  affair."

in  Confirming  Him. 


\VASHiXGToN,Sept.26.-  In  the  prepar- 
ation for  publicition  of  the  copy  of  the 
tariff  hearings  recently  held  by  the  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means,  a  new  de- 
parture has  been  made  which  will  deliy 
somewhat  their  appearance.  Heretofore 
it  has  been  the  practice  to  prmtthe  state- 
ments in  the  order  they  were  taken  by 
the  stenographers,  the  result  beint:

making  the  publication  one  of  exceeding 
anil  unusual  convenience  for  reference 
and  examination.  The  same  course  will 
be  pursued  aho  with  the  written  st.ite- 
ments  forwarded  to  the  committee  by 
persons  who  were  unable  to  appear  per- 
sonallv  before  it.  These  number  from 
-:;  to  loo.  The  printed  volumes  are  ex- 
pected to  be  ready  for  ilistribution  in  a 
week  or  ten  days. 

C.  H.  J.  Taylor,  the  negro  neraocr.at  of 
Kansas  City,  Kan.,  nominated  for  mmis- 
ter  to  Bolivia,  is  getting  impatient  at  the 
delay  of  the  senate  in  contumuig  his  ap- 
pointment, and  also  that  of  his  associate 
in  the  national  negro  Democratic  organ- 
ization, H.  C.  Astwood.  as  consul  to  Cal- 
ais. Speaking  ot  his  own  case,  Mr.  Tay- 
lor said  last  night:  "Mv  name  has  now 
been  before  the  senate  for  fourteen  days. 
1  have  no  reason  to  suppose  when  that 
aueust  body  is  ready  to  act  upon  the  case 
th.at  1  will  not  be  confirmed.  There  is 
nothing  atcain^t  ine  th;it  I  am  aware  of. 
I  have  been  a  lifelong  consistent  Demo- 
crat. I  have  always  tried  to  deport  and 
demean  myself  so  as  t<^  merit  the  respect 
and  esteem  ot  tho«-  ■•.  .lO  know  me.  No 
one  can  chanr  .  „  c  truthfully  with  hav- 
ing intruded  .t  rushed  in  upon  people 
who  did  not  desire  mv  presence. 

"I  did  not  ask  for  the  position  to  Bo- 
livia, nor  did  any  of  my  friends  for  me. 
Mv  endorsements  all  looked  forward  to 
my  obtaining  the  ottice  of  recorder  of 
deeds  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  On 
file  in  the  White  House  will  be  found  a 
trunk  literally  filled  with  newspaper 
clippings  frorn  every  Democratic  daily 
in  the  South,  as  well  as  letters  from 
most  of  their  editors,  declaring  me  to  be 
the  most  liberal,  modest  and  able  negro 
in  the  country. 

•'I  am  a  member  of  the  bar  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  nation  of  more  than 
seven  years  standing;  have  served  my 
city 'Kansas  City t  as  assistant  city  at- 
torney, the  place  being  given  to  me  by 
white' men,  no  negro  being  in  the  council, 
no  negro  being  the  mayor.

ARCHBISHOP  KENRICK'S   CASE. 

How  the  Appointment  ot  an  Administrator  Was 
Secured. 

Sr.  Loiis,  Mo.,  Sept.  26.— The  an- 
nouncement recently  made  by  the  I'nited 
Press,  that  Archbishop  Kenrick  had  been 
retired  and  that  Archbishop  Kainhad 
been  appointed  administrator,  _crcated 
considerable  of  a  sensation  among  the 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  country.  Slany 
doubted  the  statenicnt  and  a  Washing- 
ton ti'legrani  yesterd.iy  morning  ilcnicd 
the  story. 

Notwiilistanding  these  denials  it  can 
be  unequivocally  stated  that  such  ap- 
pointment has  been  made.  It  was 
brought  about  as  follows:  A  coiiimitlee 
ot  priests  trom  this  city  \isited  C'anlinal 
(iibbons  at  Dubuque.  la.,  on  .Suiulay, 
Sept.  17.  and  thexe  laitl  the  matter  be- 
fore him.  The  cardinal  said  the  alter- 
ilativcs  were  resignation  or  transfer  of 
administr.ition. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  former 
Archbishop  Ryan,  of  i'hihtdelphia,  was 
requested  to  visit  Archbishop  Kenrick 
and  induce  him  to  resign.  His  mission 
was  unsuccessful.  .Archbishop  Kenrick 
tlatly  refused  to  resign  and  therefore 
nothing  was  lett  but  the  appointment  of 
an  administrator.  The  matter  was  then 
referred  to  Mgr.  Satolli.  and  last  week 
the  papers  bearing  on  the  case  reached 
Washington. 

The  latter  instructed  his  secretary. 
Mgr.  Papi,  to  draw  up  the  necessary 
papers  endowing  Archbishop  Kain  with 
lull  administrative  powers  in  the  diocese 
of  St.  Louis,  and  the=.e  papers  are  ex- 
pected to  reach  here  tomorrow.  Arch- 
bishop Kenrick,  however,  has  not  been 
"deposed."  That  would  mean  degrada- 
Uon.  He  merely  had  .111  administrator 
appointed  for  his  diocese.

Nkw  York,  Sept.  26.  -The  Herald's 
Montevideo,  Uruguay,  correspondent 
cables:  The  rebel  llect  which  has  been 
so  long  blockading  the  h.irbor  nf  Rio  Ja- 
neiro again  bombarded  the  city  Sunday. 
I'ndcr  Ailmiral  Mello's  orders  the  tiring 
was  very  severe  and  the  ilamage  done 
exceeded  that  of  tho  fir.-t  bombardment. 
Several  women  .md  chiKlrcn  were  killed, 
but  the  extent  of  damage  and  loss  of 
life  is  not  yet  known,  as  no  news  is  per- 
mitted by  the  government  to  be  sent  di- 
rect from  Rio  Janeiro.  Part  of  Admiral 
Mello's  tlect  is  still  keeping  up  ;i  vigor- 
ous blockade  of  Santos. 

Copies  of  Admiral  Mello's  proclausa- 
t'on  have  been  received  here.  The 
leader  of  the  revolters  declares  that 
President  Pcixoto.  with  tho  aWl  of  cor- 
rupt members  of  the  senate  and  venal 
deputies,  has  overridden  the  restric- 
tions put  upon  their  powers  by  the  con- 
stitution, i'eixuto,  he  asserts,  is  trying 
to  pl.'ice  Cra/il  under  the  rule  of  abso- 
lute tyranny. 

"If  by  my  aid,"  the  proclamation  con- 
tinues, "m  making  the  stand  for  liberty 
our  cause  shall  triumph,  I  shall  hand 
over  the  government  to  the  charge  ot 
those  honorable  men  who  gave  Ireedora 
to  our  nation  before." 

Four  members  of  the  Brazilian  con- 
gress on  board  the  rebel  cruiser  Aquida- 
Dan  have  signed  an  address  to  the  pub- 
lic. They  say  President  Peixoioand  the 
members  ot  his  c.aliinet  liave  been  steal- 
ing the  public  funds,  destroying  the  au- 
tonomy of  the  states,  and  fomentirig  a 
national  war  in  order  to  serve  their  own 
per-ional  ends.  These  acts,  the  address 
says,  together  with  the  dictatorial  con- 
duct of  both  the  president  and  vice  pres- 
ident compel  the  signers,  as  representa- 
tives of  the  national  wiil,  to  make  the 
present  solemn  light  for  freedom. 

They  gave  Admiral  Mello  command 
of  their  forces  at  this  juncture,  with  a 
view  to  restoring  peace,  restoring  law 
and  re-establishing  republican  principles. 
The  adilress  closes  with  an  appeal  to  all 
patriotic  Brazilians  to   help    their  cause. 

Contirmation  of  the  report  of  the  re- 
newal of  the  bU»ckade  of  Rio  Grande  by 
the  revolters  has  been  received.  The 
Brazilian  minister  here  is  sending  arms 
and  horses  to  Gen.  Hippolyto.  The  stale 
of  Parana  is  in  open  revolt  against 
Peixoto.

A  Buenos  Ayres  Paper  Suspended  by  the  Min- 
istry's Order. 
BuENO.s  AvRi:s,  Sept.  26.— The  news- 
paper La  Nacio,  of  this  city,  has  made 
itself  olTensive  to  the  government  by  the 
character  of  articles  it  has  published  in 
regard  to  the  radical  insurrection  now  in 
proirress  in  several  of  the  provinces,  and 
today  an  otiicia!  order  was  issued  sus- 
pcndinij  the  publication  of  the  paper  for 
a  week.  This  is  taken  as  a  vvarnin«j  that 
if  upon  the  expiration  of  the  period  t)f 
suspension  the  Jiajier continues  its  attack 
upon  ihc  },'overnmeni  it  will  be  entirely 
supi)re.«sed. 

The  teleKrajihie  service  to  and  from 
the  interior  has  been  stopped  and  the 
wihlest  son  of  rumors  consequently  jrain 
credence.  One  rumor  is  to  the  effect 
tint  th-:  tele^jraph  lines  have  been  cut 
by  the  rebels-,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
ifovtrr.nient  communicating  with  its 
forces  in  the  field,  but  as  this  pre-sup- 
poses  that  the  insurgents  have  got  in  the 
rear  of  the  national  arniv  it  is  not  gener- 
allv  credited  here. 

Another  report  and  a  far  more  serious 
one.  is  that  the  naval  forces  are  likely  to 
declare  in  favor  of  the  rebels.  Should 
this  be  the  case,  the  situation  of  the  gov- 
ernment would  be  greatly  comolicated. 
A  change  has  been  made  in  the  "ministry 
that  is  deemed  to  strengthen  the  govern- 
ment. Senor  Cane,  an  ex-meinbcr  of  the 
cabinet,  has  been  appointed  minister  of 
posts  and  telegraplis  in  place  of  the 
previous  incumbent  who  is  a  Radical. 
It  is  believed  that  the  Senor  Cane  is  res- 
ponsible for  the  culling  off  of  tele- 
graphic communication  to  the  interior  of 
the  republic.

Senator  Stewart's  Tirade. 
The  biuer  attack  made  by  Senator 
Stewart  upon  rresident  Cleveland  in 
the  senate  yesterday  was  highly  discred- 
itable to  the  speaker  as  well  as  to  the 
body  of  which  he  is  a  member.  It  was 
a  shameful  abase  of  the  privileges  ac- 
corded to  the  members  of  the  senate  to 
freely  e.vpress  their  sentiments. 

President  Cleveland  has  done  nothing: 
to  warrant  sucu  gross  vilification,  and 
the  dignity  of  the  high  position  which  he 
occupies  by  the  grace  of  the  people 
should  make  impossible  the  utterance  of 
such  a  gross  assault  upon  his  character 
and  motives.  What  was  tl-.e  cause  of 
this  attack?  Simply,  that  the  president, 
in  the  exercise  of  his  conslif.utional 
rights,  has  advised  congress  that,  in  his 
opinion,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  government  to  repeal  the 
obnoxious  Sherman  law,  which  nine- 
tenths  of  th2  people  of  these  United 
States  regard  as  the  chief  cause  of  the 
depression,  both  commercial  and  finan- 
cial, from  which  the  country  is  now 
slowly  emerging. 

By  assuming  this  attitude.  President 
Cleveland  has  incurred  the  active  and 
virulent  hostility  of  the  silver  mono- 
metallisls,  one  of  the  most  rabid  of 
whom  is  the  senator  from  Nevada.  The 
bitterness  of  the  silver  minority  has  been 
intensified  by  the  discovery  that  all  their 
efforts,  both  fair  and  foul,  are  futile  to 
prevent  the  repudiation  of  the  silver 
heresy  by  congress  or  to  induce  the 
president  to  agree  to  another  compro- 
mise that  would,  in  a  measure,  retain  the 
existing  financial  policy  which  has 
wrought  such  ruin  and  disaster  to  the 
business  interests  of  the  country.  The 
personal  abuse  now  heaped  upon  the 
president  by  Senator  Stewart  and  the 
sneers  at  his  education,  training  and 
motives  cannot  but  inspire  among  the 
people  of  this  country  a  mingled  feeling 
of  indignation  and  disgust  for  the  man 
who  gave  them  utterance. 

It  is  the  mad  yell  of  a  baffled  and 
beaten  minority  that  has  grown  desperate 
in  the  hour  of  defeat,  and  which,  unable 
to  produce   arguments  to  overthrew   the 
powerful   reasons  that  call  for  the  repeal 
of  the    Sherman   lav/  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  sound  tlnancial   policy,  vents 
its  rage   upon   one  who  is  recognized  as 
the  sturdiest  champion  of  sound  money. 
Senator  Stewart's  tirade  will  not  injure 
the    president.    It    will    not    lessen  the 
esteem    and    admiration   which   he   has 
gained   from   the   entire   nation   for   his 
brave  and  unflinching  attitude  upon  this 
(juestion,  nor  will  it  cause  him  to  weaken 
one    iota    in    his    purpose  to  rescue  the 
country  from   the   financial  morass  iato 
whiclj  it  'nas  been   plunged   by  unwise 
legislation  in  the  past.     But  for  Senator 
Stewart   and   those  who  share  his  senti- 
ments the  country  will  entertain  the  most 
pronounced  contempt  and  loathing.

Secretary  of  the  Land  and  River  Improvement 
Discusses  Various  Matters. 
S.  E.  Kilner,  the  secretary  of  the  Land 
and  River  Improvement  company,  who 
was  elected  last  May,  is  in  Superu)r.  In 
an  interview  he  iliscussed  various  finan- 
cial and  other  matters.  .Among  other 
things  he  said: 

"  The  real  trouble  that  is  preventing 
the  country  from  regaining  its  former 
prosperity  and  advant.igcs  is  the  action 
ot  the  senate  the  .American  house  of 
lords.  They  have  talketl  and  debated 
for  a  month  on  a  subiect  whi(  h  should 
have  been  settled  in  a  week  or  a  d.iy. 
'io.all  appearances  they  will  discuss  the 
silver  question  another  month  before 
coming  to  action,  but  1  hope  not.  The 
condition  of  the  country  improved  like 
magic  after  tlic  action  of  the  house,  and 
it  wouKl  be  far  more  notice.able  and  per- 
manent if  the  senate  did  its  duty. 

"The  plan  of  doubling  the  capital 
stock  ofthejLandantl  River  Improvement 
company  by  twenty  monthly  assessments 
has  gone  into  eticct  and  works  very  suc- 
cesstully.  but  the  cash  has  been  put  into 
sustaming  and  building  iiptne  company, 
for  although  the  land  company  is  a 
strong  concern  it  has  felt  the  same  finan- 
cial troubles  that  have  confronted  the 
wealthiest  men  of  New  York. 

".As  for  the  steel  works  1  cannot  speak 
with  any  personal  knowledge  as  to  what 
w:ll  be  done.     I  do  not  care  to    attirm  or 
dcnv  whether  it  will  go  into  the  hands  of 
the  Rockefeller*,  but  it    will,   of    course, 
need  a  strong  company  to  take    hold  of 
matters  as  they  are.   The  plant  certainly 
cannot  be  started  under  the  present  con- 
dition of  finances  and  the    iron    market. 
It    would    be    of  no  use  for  the  plant  to 
start  and  pile  u[)  its   products   until  thu- 
market    ami    other    conditions  improve, 
for  it  would  then  go  under  with    a  crash."

Mr.  Washburn  has  been  the  treasurer 
of  the  ro.-id  for  somethir'y  years,  and  ha<= 
always  been  considered  entirely  trust- 
worthy. He  is  about  75  ye'.ars  of  age  ami 
has  a  wife,  a  son  and  daughter.  He  has 
made  a  full  exjiosition  of  his  work  and  is 
pro.-trated  on  account  of  his  disclosure. 
The  status  of  his  bondsmen  is  not  de- 
termined. The  management  of  the  road 
expects  that  the  affair  wiil  ultimately  re- 
sult in  loss  to  the  treasury  of  the  corpor- 
aticjn,  but  how  large  can  not  yet  be  de- 
termined.

0  Neill  was  cicorted  to  the  platform  bv 
a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose, 
llie  president  was  received  with  riiigin'- 
applauie  and  all  through  his  address  he 
was  continually  interrupted  bv  enthusi- 
astic manifestations  of  appioval. 

Chairman  O'Neill  said  in  part:  "For 
the  first  time  in  almost  hah  a  century  we 
meet  as  the  representatives  of  the  domi- 
nant parly,  both  in  the  whole  country  and 
m  our  own  state.  We  have  a  Democratic 
president  to  whom  even  our  opponents 
concede  honesty  and  sinceritv  of  pur- 
pose, and  a  disinterested  patriotisni 
never  exceeded  by  any  of  his  predeces- 
sors.

GOLD  EXPORTS  NOT  EXPECTED. 


Two  Mongolians  Became  Crazed  In  Chicago 

and  Started   Out  on  the  Warpath 

With  Knives. 


Five    Men  Were  Wounded,    One  of  Them 

Fatally,    Being  Stabbed   Twice  In 

the   Abdomen. 

The  Whole  Trouble  Started   By  a  Man  Who 

Kicked  Whose   Linen  Was   Not 

Ready. 


Chicago,  Sept.  27.— Two  crazed 
Chinamen  ran  amuck  in  a  crowd  at  Wil- 
son and  Jefferson  streets  last  evening 
and  woundeil  tive  men,  one  ot  them 
mortally.  The  Chinamen,  John  Sam  and 
King  Lin.kT.  are  locked  up  at  Maxweel 
street  station.  The  wounded  are:  Louis 
Akerman,  cut  in  the  left  arm,  badly  in- 
jured; Jacob  Boblovsky.  aged  38  years,  a 
peddler,  stabbed  in  the  side,  mortally 
wounded;  Moses  Prusman, cut  on  should- 
er with  a  hatchet;  Israel  Wemberg.  cut 
m  the  back  with  a  hatchet,  seriously 
wounded;  Louis  Friedenberg.  stabbed 
twice  in  the  back  of  the  neck,  seriously 
wounded. 

Several  others  in  the  crowd  were 
slightlv  iniured  by  beinic  struck  with 
rlalirons  and  others  missiles  thrown  by 
ihem.  There  were  in  all  six  Mongolians 
m  the  attack  on  the  crowd.  The  whole- 
sale assault  was  precipitated  by  a  re- 
mark by  Israel  Weinberg.  He  went  into 
the  laundry  at  No.  500  Jefferson  street, 
conducted  bv  the  Chinamen,  and  called 
for  his  linen,'  It  was  not  ready  and  he 
criticised  the  delay. 

Immediately  King  Ling  grabbed  a 
hatchet  and  niade  for  him.  .As  Wein- 
berg went  out  the  door,  the  Chinaman 
struck  him  in  the  back.  He  ran  yelling 
into  the  street  and  a  crowd  gathered 
about.  The  Chinaman  turned  on  the 
crowd,  striking  right  and  left  with  the 
hatchet.  The  people  scattered  and  then 
turning  on  the  Chinaman  sent  a  volley  of 
stones  at  him.  He  retreated  to  his  laun- 
drv.  and  breaking  the  glass  out  of  the 
windows  threw  it  at  the  crowd  of  men 
and  boys. 

The  tumult  rai'=-cd  drew  a  crowd  of

Tho  Treasury  Officials  See  no  Reason 
Gold  Export. 

Washinc.ton,  Sept.  27.— No  ofTicial 
information  has  reached  the  treasury  de- 
partment of  the  contemplated  export  of 
gold  from  New  York  for  Europe.  The 
rate  of  exchange  is  not,  it  is  said,  suffi- 
ciently high  to  warrant  the  shipment  of 
gold  simply  as  a  matter  of  profit,  anil 
there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  neces- 
sity for  gold  shipment  to  meet  bills 
against  the  L  luted  Statei.  as  the  export 
trade  has  been  unusually  heavy  tluring 
the  past  few  months. 

In  this  view  of  the  case,  the  treasury 
otticials  see  no  reason  for  go\d  exports  at 
this  time.  One  year  ago  the  gold  re- 
serve of  the  treasury  stood  at  S;iig,4oo.- 
000  and  today  it  is  ;?g3,ooo,ooo.  The 
gold  movement  began  last  January  when 
Ihe  gold  reserve  aggregated  ;?  1 20.000,000, 
and  continued  during  the  spring  and 
summer  months  until  it  reached  its 
lowest  point  in  June  when  the  reserve 
fell  to  jSg.ooo.ooo.  Since  that  time  it 
gradually  increased,  reaching  $103.«)00.- 
000  in  August. 

Ihe  paving  out  of  gold  at  the  various 
sub-treasuries  has  during  the  past  month 
or  six  weeks  caused  it  to  decline,  it  be- 
ing lower  today  than  since  June  10  last.

The  Chinamen  gave  a  meager  version 
of  the  affair  at  the  police  station.  They 
said  that  the  wounded  men  had  at- 
tempted to  rob  them.  The  police  do  not 
believe  the  story,  although  money  was 
scattered  on  the  lloor  when  Officer  Boyle 
arrived  at  the  laundry  and  arrested  John 
Sam  and  King  Ling. 

A  Big  Man  Dead. 

Providence.  R.  I..  Sept.  27.-  George 
Walker,  probably  the  biggest  man  in 
the  United  States,  died  at  his  home  in 
Rockland  yesterday  of  typhoid  fever.

Attempt  of  Silk  Mill  Owners  to  Evict  Tenants 
Failed. 

New  York.  Sept.  27.— Steinhard  & 
Co.  are  proprietors  of  a  silk  mill,  and  a 
number  of  their  employes  occupied 
apartments  in  tenements  owned  by  the 
firm.  Recently  the  mill  shut  down,  and 
the  worlcmen,  receiving  no  wages,  were 
unable  to  pay  rent.  The  firm  applied  for 
warrants,  but  the  tenants  contested  their 
right  to  evict  them. 

The  first  case,  that  of  John  Jinghouses. 
a  weaver,  came  up  today  in  the  Second 
district  civil  court  before  Judge  Murray, 
Jinghouses  claimed  that  he  entered  into 
a  verbal  agreement  with  Steinhard  &; 
Co.  to  become  a  tenant  in  their  house  on 
condition  that  he  received  steady  em- 
ployment in  their  mill,  the  rent  to  be  de- 
ducted from  his  wages.  They  had  failed 
to  keep  their  agreement  and  had  no 
right  to  evict  him. 

The  justice  decided  in  favor  of  Jing- 
houses. The  other  tenants  made  the 
same  claim.  Steinhard  &  Co.  will  ap- 
peal the  case. 

BOTH  WILL  LIKELY  DIE. 

A    Fatal    Row   at    a    Dance     Regarding     a 
Girl. 

Oakland.  Ill,,  Sept.  27.— At  a  dance 
given  at  the  residence  of  Thomas  Red- 
mond, Monday  night,  George  Sailers  and 
Jerome  Smythe,  assisted  by  several 
friends,  indulged  in  a  free-for-all  fight 
that  will  result  fatally  to  one  and  prob- 
ably both  of  them. 

The  trouble  originated  over  a  girl 
named  Ida  Lovelace,  the  daughter  of  a 
wealthy  farmer.  Sailers  was  shot  twice, 
once  through  the  thigh,  inflicting  a  mor- 
tal wound.  Smythe  received  several  se- 
vere cuts,  besides  a  blow  on  the  head 
from  a  club.  Smythe  has  been  placed 
under  arrest,  but  it  is  thought  that  he 
will  die. 


New  York.  Sept.  27.— The  HeraUrs

He  was  asked  if  it  was  true  that  he  had 
given  $50,000  for  the  election  of  tirover 
Cleveland  with  the  promise  that  he  was 
to  be  appointed  minister  to  Italv.  He 
answered  that  he  knew  Mr,  Whitney 
personallv,  and  that  in  October.  1892, 
that  gentleman  had  asked  him  to  help 
the  cause.  He  responded,  being  a  Dem- 
ocrat and  a  believer  in  the  principl-^s  of 
Mr.  Cleveland's  tariff  views,  and  he  aIso 
sent  several  checks  in  addition. 

At  that  time  Mr.  \an  Alen  never

This  was  agreeable  to  Mr.  Van  Alen 
and  here  the  m.itter  rested. 

Mr.  \'an  Alen  repudiates  the  charge 
that  he  said  America  was  not  a  suitable 
place  for  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  reside 
in.  "Why."  said  Mr.  Van  Alen,  "if  I  en- 
tertained such  views  I  would  not  have 
erected  this  villa  and  spent  the  fortune 
I  have  spent  in  furnishing  it.  1  am 
forty-six  years  old  and  have  spent  two 
thirds  of  my  life  in  this  country.  My 
father,  the  late  Gen.  J.  H.  \'an  Alen. 
was  a  typical  American.  He  was  a 
resident  of  New  York,  where  I  was  born, 
and  I  am  not  ashamed  of  his  puplic  or 
private  career  in  the  metropolis," 
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AWFUL  FLOODS  IN  JAPAN. 

Hundreds  ol  Houses  Swept  Away  and  Many 
Lives  Lost. 
Vancouvkk,  Sept.  27.  -The  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  company's  steamship 
Empress  of  India  arrived  yesterday  from 
Hong  Kong  and  Yokohama.  Reports  ol 
the  damage  done  by  the  floods  at  Gifu, 
Japan,  state  that  (>S2  houses  were  swept 
awav,  i4.o2q  houses  were  flooded.  238 
people  killed  and  30,205  people  ren- 
dered homeless. 

The  floods  were  the  most  tlisastrous 
ever  experienced,  the  water  rising  i.vc 
feet  above  the  highest  maik.  Dysentery 
is  so  severe  in  Kokobe  that  tho  crews  of 
the  Japanese  wai ships  are  not  allowed 
ashore. 

Tsuneya  Seifuku.  a  member  of  the 
Japanese  colonization  society,  has  re- 
vived the  question  of  a  regular  steam- 
ship line  to  Mexico.  He  proposes  that 
the  Japanese  government  give  a  subsidy 
ot  180.000  yen  lor  a  s' earner  six  times  a 
year.  Seifuku  recently  visited  Mexico 
and  held  an  interview  with  the  Mexican 
government  regarding  Japanese  immi- 
gration. It  is  thought  the  government 
will  refuse  to  grant  the  subsidy,  owing 
to  the  scarcity  of  funds  lor  such  pur- 
poses.

SHOT  ON  THE  CHICAGO  BOARD. 

Three  People  Shot.  One  Seriously 
Lunatic  in  Chicago. 
CiiM  A(;o.  Sept.  27.  Two  shots,  fired 
«n  .|uick  succession,  echoed  throughout 
the  hall  of  the  board  of  trade  shortly 
after  noon  today  while  the  floor  of  the 
exchange  was  crowded.  A  panic  re- 
sulted, the  operators  rushing  pell  mell 
iroiii  the  floor  and  tumbling  over  each 
other  in  their  haste  to  re:ich  the  outer 
hall. 

The  shots  were  fired  by  a  middle-aged 
man,  who  had  been    observing   the  pro- 
ceeding     from        a       front      seat      in 
ibe      extreme      southern      corner      of 
the  gallery.    What  immediately  preceded 
the    tragedy    is   not   known,    for    those 
who  had  been    sitting  near  him  i1ed   for 
then  lives.

Rival  Carrying  Routes. 
The  Buffalo  Kxpress  says  if  it  were 
certain  that  the  coming  canal  convention 
in  New  York  would  manifest  anything 
like  the  eagerness  to  thrust  aside  all 
competition  which  is  felt  in  Canada  with 
regard  to  the  St.  Lawrence  route,  there 
would  be  little  doubt  of  there  beinj;  influ- 
ence enough  from  it  to  convince  the  next 
legislat'ire,  and  possibly  even  Governor 
Flower,  of  the  great  need  of  canal  im- 
provement. Once  the  crying  necessity 
of  this  was  to  enable  boatmen  to  live  and 
maintain  an  adequate  fleet,  but  now  the 
demand  comes  from  another  quarter. 
There  is  danger  from  Canada.  The  Eric 
canal's  rate  on  grain  is  so  high  this  sea- 
son that  there  has  been  a  serious  diver- 


Legislative  Obstruction. 
There  is  a  somewhat  remarkable  arti- 
cle in  the  last  number  of  Harper's 
Weekly,  which  deprecates  the  filihusler- 
iiig  in  the  senate  on  the  silver  question, 
but  which  considers  tilibustering  legiti- 
mate "when  a  tyrannical  majority  at- 
tempts to  hurry  through  an  impoitani 
piece  of  legislation  upon  which  public 
opinion  has  ni>t  had  time  to  fortn  and  ex- 
press itself;"  it  is  log'tim^te  then  "if  the 
minority  resort  to  filibustering  in  order  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  people  to  what 
is  going  on  and  to  give  the  people  an  op- 
portunity to  manifest  their  sentiments." 
As  the  Milwaukee  Sentinel  says  in  a 
well  considered  criticism  cf  these  state- 
ments, this  is  a  remark.able  thing  far  so 
inlluential  a  journal  to  say.  Fiiibustermg 
on  any  and  every  iiuestion  could  be  de- 
fended on  this  line.  There  is  only  one 
way  in  which  public  opinion  can  be  ex- 
pressed in  politics  and  that  is  by  ballots. 
Who  knows  what  "the  people"  want  con- 
cerning the  silver  question?  Harper's 
Weekly  insists  that  there  should  be  no 
hlibustering  in  the  case  because  public 
opinion  isknown.  Thequeslion  of  silver 
was  not  a  prominent  figure  in  the  cam- 
paign last  year.  The  people  are  divided 
as  to  the  question  of  silver,  which  is 
really  involved  in  the  repeal  of  the 
Sherman  law  since  the  silver  men  en- 
deavor to  make  repeal  depend  on  a  com- 
promise favorable  to  silver, 

A  majority  of  the  newspapers,  the 
chambers  of  commerce  and  some  other 
bodies  are  opposed  to  any  sot  of  com- 
promise; yet  many  newspapers  and  sev- 
eral organizations  demand  either  frte 
coinage  or  limited  coinage  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  repeal  of  the  purchase-clause 
of  the  Sherman  law.  There  are  very 
many  people,  most  of  the  "people  in  fact, 
who  have  made  no  public  expression  of 
their  opinion.  How,  asks  the  Sentinel, 
are  wc  to  determine  when  public  opinion 
is  well  enough  known  to  make  lilibuster- 
irg  illegitimate— when  filibustering  on  a 
question  that  has  not  been  voted  on  by 
the  people  is  an  obslrudion  to  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  will  of  the  people? 

Majorities  are  not  always  right,  but  it 
is  the  basis  of  all  our  public  action  that 
majorities  must  rule.  If  a  majority  in 
congress  is  in  favor  of  a  particular 
measure,  it  is  only  reasonable  presump- 
tion that  the  majority  of  the  people  who 
elected  the  congressional  majority  favor

But  Canada  sees  in  the  2o,oco,oco 
bushels  to  be  handled  in  the  Dominion 
this  year  a  new  reason  for  activity  in 
canal  improvement.  It  is  once  more 
proposed  to  place  the  whole  canal  sys- 
tem from  Port  Colborne  to  Montreal 
under  one  management  and  to  watch 
every  loophole  by  which  an  advantage 
can  be  gamed.  The  deepening  of  the 
canals  beyond  fourteen  feet  is  not 
thought  feasible,  but  an  effort  will  be 
made  to  stop  the  blockades  at  Kingston, 
to  cut  down  rates  and  to  insure  the  most 
expeditious  transfer  of  grain  from  the 
Western  ports  to  the  ocean  steamer  at 
Montreal  which  sharp  oversight  can  de- 
vise. 

"All  this,"  says  the  Express,  "is  proper 
and  fair.     It  is  based  on  the  general  idea 
that  a  great  part    of    our    Northwestern 
grain  is  to  find  consumers  in  Europe  and 
is,  so  far,  a  safe  calculation.    Yet  it  does 
not  :nake  the  Canadian  route  the  better 
one  and  it  should    have  no    effect   here 
beyond  spurring  New    York    to    action. 
The    problem    has    heretofore    been  an 
easy  one,  for  the  natural  advantages  en- 
joyed by  the  Erie  route  have  been    such 
that     a      step      in       advance       could 
always     be     taken    whenever     Canada 
increased    her    facilities    by   deepening 
her  canals.    The  advantage  still   exists, 
but,    by  reason  of    the    unusually    high 
rates  charged  on    grain    carried   across 
this  state  by  canal  and  rail,  the  Canadian 
route  has  been  encouraged.    The  step  to 
be  taken  now  is  to    insure   such  an    im- 
provement of  the  canal   that  the  present 
rates  will  not  be    charged  hereafter.    It 
is  true  t^at  Canadian  carryings  have  not 
been  enough  to  inllucnce  Erie   rates,  but 
if  the  canal  fleet  had  been  large,  the  di- 
version would    have  been    felt.    Under 
less  favorable    circumstances    it    would 
have  been  a  drain  of  no  small  amount."

IRELAND'S  DAY. 


iohn  B.  Sutphin's  Former  Bookkeeper  Had 

a  Hearing  Yesterday  Afternoon  In 

the  Municipal  Court. 

After  Proceeding  With  the  Case   For  a  Time 

County  Attorney  Tear   Moved  a 

Dismissal. 


Jewett    Was    Immediately  ;  Rearrested  On 
the  Same  Charge  and  Another  Hear- 
ing Set  For  Friday. 


John  B.  Sutphins  suit  apainst  his  for- 
mer iHHjkkeeper,  Auijustus  W.  Jewett, 
Hashed  in  the  pan  yesterday  atternoon. 
The  case  came  up  before  Judge  Towell 
and  the  defendent  was  billed  for  a  pre- 
liminary. 

The  prosecution  was  in  the  hands  of 
—  one  of  County  Attorney  Tear's  assistants. 
J.  L.  Washburn  appeared  for  the  de- 
fense and  so  ably  did  he  conduct  it. 
that  in  a  few  minutes  the  representative 
of  the  state  was  so  badly  tangled  up  that 
he  could  not  make  a  snigle  move.  In 
desperation  he  telephoned  tor  C.  ().  i 
_  laldwin.  He  came,  but  not  bein^:  post- 
ed on  the  case,  refused  to  uncorK  his 
genius  as  a  criminal  lawyer  and  let  it 
scintillate*  in  the  interests  of  the  great 
commonwealth  of  Minnesota. 

After  a  council  of  war  was  beld.County 
Attorney  Tear  himself  was  telephoned 
lor.  He.  also,  claimed  to  be  not  posted 
V»"  i^^  "^^^^  ^"'  boldly  waded  in.  John 
_  K.  Sutphin  occupied  the  witness  chair 
first.  Kvery  time  a  question  was  asked 
Attorney  Washburn;  would  offer  an  ob- 
jection and  in  nearly  every  case,  his  ob- 
jection was  sustained.  The  evidence 
seemed  not         only         exceedingly 

coy.  but         mightv  hard         to 

drag  before  the  court.  Witnesses 
were  called  and  recalled,  but  that  all 
_  ended  in  worse  bungles  than  ever.  Mr. 
Washburn  just  smiled  and  made  objec- 
tions which  met  with  favor  in  the  sight 
of  Judge  Powell. 

Finally  Mr.  Tear  lost  his  temoer  and 
the  judge  let  his  angrv  passions  come  to 
the  surface  a  little  himself.  Finally  the 
county's  prosecutor  said,  "The  court  will 
dismiss  the  case."  and  left  the  court 
_room.  Judge  Powell  was  a  little  sur- 
prised but  dismissed  the  prisoner  and 
released  the  bondsmen. 

As  Jewett  was  passing  out  of  the  court 
room  Otticer  Gillon  arrested  him  on  a 
new  complaint  based  on  the  same  charge. 
A  second  arraignment  followed,  a  hear- 
ing was  set  for  Friday  and  bail  was  pro- 
vided. A  motion  to  discharge  the  pris- 
_oner  on  the  ground  that  he  had  just  been 
on  trial  lor  the  offense,  was  made  by  Mr. 
U  ashburn  but  overruled. 

It  wd:  be  remembered  that  Jewett  was 
arrested  on  the  char>re  of  grand  larceny 
in  the  second  degree  on  complaint  o'f 
John  H.  Sutphin.  Jewett's  former  cmplov- 
or.  The  defendant  denies  that  he  Ita's 
taken  any  funds  and  maintains  that  an, 
.apparent  shortage  is  due  to  Sutohin's 
crude  system  of  bookkeeping.

While  the  Cashier  Was  Alone,   Three   Men 

Entered  and  Quietly  Covered  Him 

With  Revolvers. 


They  Then  Helped  Themselves  to  the  Specie 

But  Missed  Two  Thousand  Dollars 

in  Bills. 


Grand  Forks.  N.  IX.  Sept.  28.— The 
bank  of  Halsted,  a  sni:ill  town  on  the 
Minnesota  side  about  forty  milr^s  south 
of  this  city,  was  raided  on  Wednesday 
and  robbed  of  §350.  The  robbers  entered 
the  town  about  2  p.  m.  and  after  getting' 
a  livery  team  in  which  to  escape,  drove 
to  the  bank,  where  the  cashier,  A.  A. 
Eckern.  was  alone.  While  one  of  the 
robbers  engaged  in  conversation  with  the 
cashier,  another  suddenly  covered  him 
with  two  revolvers.  The  third  man 
locked  the  door,  pulled  down  the  blinds 
and  then  the  trio  helped  themselves  to 
all  the  money  they  could  find. 

Some  $2oco  in  bills  was  stowed  away 
where  the  robbers  did  not  find  it.  The 
money  thevsecured.was  mostly  in  specie. 
Futtmg  the  monev  in  their  pockets,  the 
robbers  left  the  building,  keeping  Cash- 
ier Eckern  covered  with  revolvers  until 
they  were  outside.  They  then  locked 
the  door  from  the  outside  and  d  rove 
hurriedly  away  towards  the  river. 

The  cashier  soon  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  people  passing,  and  a  posse  was 
organized  and  started  in  pursuit.  The 
robbers  are  known  to  have  crossed  the 
river  into  North  D.ikota,  but  although  a 
posse  is  scouring  the  'country,  they  have 
not  yet  been  captured. 


Killed  and  Several 
Scaffold  Falling. 

Chicago,  Sept.  28.  -A  scaffold  on  the 
new  Halsted  street  bridge  broke  yester- 
day afternoon,  precipitating  five  iron- 
workers into  the  south  branch.  L. 
Schoenholt,  aged  23  years,  who  lived  at 
2557  Fifth  avenue,  was  instantly  killed, 
and  A.  H.  Loeth,  of  309  West  Taylor 
street,  suffered  severe  injuries  on  the 
head. 

The  others  were  badly  injured,  but 
their  lives  were  saved  by  spectators  who 
rushed  up  with  planks  and  poles  and  fished 
them  out  of  the  jiver.  Schocnholt's 
body  was  taken  to  the  morgue.  Loeth 
was  conveyed  to  the  hospital.  His  skull 
is  fractured  and  it  is  feared  he  will  not 
live.

It  is 
not  unlikely  that  it  this  law  be  declared 
unconstitutional,  high  license  and  local 
option  may  be  tried.  This  is  the  plan 
which  has  proven  most  successful  for 
regulating:  the  liquor  traffic  in  other 
states.

Paul  and  Minneapolis  are  arraying 
themselves  in  hostile  camps.    The  chair- 
manship is  deemed  to  be  of   special   im- 
portance at  this  time,  because   the  next 
legislature  will  be  called  upon  to   elect 
a  Successor  to    Senator    Washburn    of 
Minneapolis. 

It  is  true  that  the  committee   will   not 
continue  after  the  next  state  convention, 
but  will  be  succeeded    by  another    com- 
mittee appointed  by  that  body.     Still   it 
will  have  the  calling  of  the  state  conven- 
tion, apporaonment  of  delegates  and  the 
task  ot  keeping  the  arfars  of  the  party  in 
order  till  the  next  campaign   opens,  and 
can  wield  very  much  political  influence. 
This  influence  is  supposed  to  be   largely 
vested  in  the  hands  of  the  chairman,  but 
its    extent  is  much   exaggerated,  espe- 
cially by  the  Minneapolis  men  who  want 
to    see     Senator     Washburn  re-elected. 
They  are  therefore  pushing  John  Goode- 
now.  of  Minneapolis,  for  the  position. 

On  the  ether  hand  the  St.    Paul    poli- 
ticians are  quietly  hinting  that  Secretary 
Tams  Bixby,  to  whose    untiring    efforts 
the  great    success    of    the    Republican 
party  in  Minnesota  last  fall  was  so  large- 
ly due,  should  receive  some   recognition 
at  this  time,  and  that  he  is  about  as  safe, 
impartial  and    well    informed    man    as 
could  be  selected  to  perform   the   duties 
of  chairman  until  the  next  state   conven- 
tion replaces  him  and  the  other  members 
of  the  committee.      Messrs.    Goodenow 
and  Bixby  are  warm  fiiends,  and    under 
ordinary  circumstances    would    not    be 
found  opposing  each  other,  but  it  is    not 
unlikely  that  their  friends  will  now  force 
them  into  a    rather    bitter    fight.      The 
Minneapolis  men  fear  that  Mr.  Bixby,  if 
elected  chairman,  would  pull   the    wires 
in  the  interest  of   Governor    Nelson    for 
the  senatorship. 

Why.  it  may  be  asked,  should  the 
chairmanship  go  to  either  St.  Paul  or 
Minneapolis?  Why  not  select  a  man 
from  another  portion  of  the  state  who  is 
not  mixed  up  with  either  faction?  The 
Herald  would  suggest  that  Duluth  could 
furnish  excellent  timber  for  the  chair- 
manship. Du'uth  men.  especially  the 
politicians,  are  noted  for  their  impar- 
tiality, and  if  the  Republicans  want  a 
man  who  will  give  everybody  a  square 
deal  they  can  find  him  in  Duluth. 


The  Path  of  Wisdom. 
The  building  committee  of  the  board 
of  regents  of  the  university  has  again 
considered  the  (piestion  of  using  Minne- 
sota or  Ohio  building  stone  in  the  pro- 
posed library  building,  and  has  once 
more  resolved  in  favor  of  the  imported 
article,  one-half  of  the  value  and  cost  of 
which,  when  delivered,  is  freight.  This 
action  is  still  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  whole  board  of  regents,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  latter  body  will  sse  the 
advisability  and  wisdom  of  reversing  the 
committee's  action  and  deciding  in  favor 
of  Minnesota  stone. 

The  regents  should  consider  the  future 
of    the    university  when    deciding    thi? 
iiuestion.    It  would  be  the  height  of  folly 
to   arouse    popular    indignation   on  this 
matter,  which  would  react  against  the  uni 
versity  itself  and  possibly  cause  decreased 
appropriations  from  the  next  legislature 
and  thus    diminish  its    usefulness.    The 
Minneapolis    Tribune    well    says:    "To 
sacrmce  the    interests  of   Minnesota    in- 
dustry and  ignore  the  demands  of   Min- 
nesota people    in  order    to    satisfy    the 
whims  of  an  architect  and  the  demands 
of  one  or  two  heelers  and    strikers  of  an 
Ohio  corporation,  cannot  fail    to  make  it 
more  difficuU    for  the    university  to  get 
future  appropriations  from  the  state  leg- 
islature as  well    as  militate  against    the 
institution's  popularity.     That  is  why  the 
best  friends  of  the   institution    have    re- 
sisted the  proposition  of  the    board,  and 
by  that  same  logic  the  board  should  now 
rescind  its  action  and  respond  to  the  gen- 
eral demand." 

Many  ot  the  finest  buildings  in  the 
Twin  Cities  have  been  built  with  Minn- 
esota stone.  Heretofore  neither  its 
beauty  nor  its  strenglh  have  been  ques- 
tioned, and  nothing  has  now  been  ad- 
vanced in  the  argument  against  its  use 
which  should  prejudice  the  regents 
against  it.  The  people  of  Minnesota  de- 
mand that  the  library  building  be  con- 
structed of  Minnesota  stone,  quarried 
and  trimmed  and  placed  in  position  by 
Minnesota  workmen.  If  the  regents  be 
wise,  they  will  heed  this  demand.

Sept.  29.- [Special 
to  The  Herald.]  A  big  cave-in  at  the 
M.insfield  mine,  a  few  miles  from  Crys- 
tal Kalis  on  the  Menominee  raiiije,  oc- 
curred this  morning.  Forty  miners  are 
buried  under  the  heavy  mass  of  ground 
with  no  possible  chance  ot  escaping 
anve.  Rescuing  parties  are  hard  at 
work  and  unless  these  poor  fellows  can 
be  reached  in  a  short  time  they  will  be  all 
lost,  as  the  water  is  rising  fast  and  will 
soon  reach  them,  if  they  are  not  already 
aead. 

Up  to  2  o'clock  none  of  the  entombed 
miners  have  been  found.  The  rescuing 
party  is  still  working  with  very  little 
prospect  of  reaching  any  of  the  unfor- 
tunate men  alive.

The  Water  of  the  Michigamme 
Into  the  Mine. 
Iron  Moi  ntai.n,  Mich.,  Sept.  29 
The  latest  information  from  the  scene  of 
the  mme  disaster  at  Mansfield  states 
that  the  accident  occurred  during  the 
niixht,  and  when  the  waters  of  the  Michi- 
gamme river  came  rushing  into  the  mine 
the  men  at  work  were  entrapped  like  a 
lot  of  rats.  It  is  not  possib.e  that  anv 
tscapcd. 

Most  of  the  victims  are  Cornishmen 
and  nine-tenths  of  them  are  men  with 
large  families.  This  fact  lends  .iddition- 
al  tiorror  to  what  is  one  of  the  worst  dis- 
asters which  has  ever  befallen  the  min- 
iiiK industry  of  the  upper  penisnula.  The 
number  of  victims  is  now  placed  at 
thirty-seven. 

Mansfield  is  an  isolated  station  on  the 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  road.  The 
frreatest  excitement  prevaili  and  it  is 
impossible  to  get  connected  details  of 
the  disaster  and  the  names  of  the  vic- 
t  ms.  The  wives  and  children  of  the 
buried  miners  are  rending  the  air  with 
cries  and  wailing. 

J.  M.  Longyear,  of  Marquette,  is  the 
principal  fee  owner  of  the  Mansfield 
mine.  The  mine  was  the  only  active  one 
in  the  Crystal  Falls  district,  on  account 
of  it  bemg  a  producer  of  high  grade 
Bessemer  ore.  It  had  a  producing  capa- 
city of  about  60.000  tons  per  annum  and 
gave  employment  to  about  100  men.  The 
Mansfield  mine  has  always  been  con- 
sidered a  dangerous  one  to  work  in,  and 
list  night's  disaster  has  often  been  pre- 
dicted. 


THE   TALK  IN  THE  SENATE. 

Harris  Today  Took  a  Whirl  at   the  Repeal 
Bill. 

Wasiiixctox,  Sept.  29.— In  the  course 
of  the  morning  business  in  the  senate 
Mr.  Cameron  presented  the  petition  ot 
Mr.  Wharton  Barker,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  many  business  firms,  asking  for 
legislation  to  preserve  protection  and 
the  integrity  ol  silver  as  a   money  metal. 

The  repeal  bill  v/as  then  taken  up  and 
Mr.  Harris  addressed  the  senate,  con- 
tending that  th-  Sherman  act  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  business  troubles.  Mr. 
Harris  made  an  argument  against  the 
bill,  declaring  that  it  meant,  and,  in  his 
opinion,  was  intended  to  mean  that  there 
should  be  no  more  legal  tender  dollars 
and  that  hereafter  silver  shall  be  used 
only  as  fractional  currencv.  It  meant 
practical  demonetization  of  silver  and 
monometallism  on  a  gold  standard. 

Mr.  Harris  was  followed  by   Mr.  Mor- 
gan, who  argued  against  the  bill.

Mr, 
L'earmond,  of  Missouri,  followed  in  ad- 
vocacy of  the  bill. 


Nkw  Orleans,  La,  .Sept.  2.;.~A 
blaze  this  morning  on  Camp  street  re- 
sulted in  the  loss  of  about  $25,000  worth 
of  property  and  two  lives.  The  fire  or- 
iginated in  the  mattress  factory  of  W, 
H.  Foster  at  Nos.  168  and  170  Camp 
street  shortly  after  4  o'clock.  The  Julia 
street  patrol  responded  immediately,  but 
the  tire  had  gained  such  headway  that  a 
regular  alarm  was  turned  in.  Notwith- 
standing the  early  hour  a  great  crowd 
blocked  Camp  street  and  watched  the 
progress  of  the  flames. 

While  the  fire  was  at  its  height,  the 
crowd  was  startled  by  the  appearance  of 
a  man  in  the  second  story  of  the  build- 
ing. He  was  staggering  to  the  window 
which  he  finally  reached.  He  tried  to 
get  out,  but  could  not  do  so  and  fell 
across  the  sill,  his  head  and  part  of  his 
body  hanging  out.  Ladders  were  im- 
mediately run  up  and  Chief  O'Connor 
and  a  squad  of  firemen  quickly  reached 
the  man  and  brought  him  to  the  ground 
but  he  was  already  dead.  At  the  morgue 
he  was  identified  as  W.  H.  Foster,  the 
owner  of  the  factory. 

Mr.  Foster's  wife  has  been  very  ill 
here.  He  remained  with  her  part  of  last 
night,  and  tired  and  worried  retired  to 
bed  at  midnight.  He  must  have  been 
sound  asleep  when  the  fire  broke  out.  At 
the  morgue  it  was  discovered  that  he 
had  been  badly  burned  about  the  legs.

A  STEAMER  WAS  ON  FIRE. 


Coolness  of  the  Officers  Prevented   Serious

MoxTREAL.  Sept.  29.— While  the

SHE  BROKE  HER  NECK 


A  Young  Girl   Was   Upset  From  a  Carriage 

and  Was  Supposed  to  Have 

Been  Killed. 


After    Fruitless    Efforts    to   Revive   Her  by 

Physicians,  Preparations  Were  Made 

For  Her  Burial, 


Suddenly  the  Watchers  Noticed  the  Eyes  of 

the  Corpse  Twitch  and  Presently 

She  Arose. 


ClMBERLAND,  Md..  Sept.  29.— Wed- 
nesday evening  a  telegram  reached  this 
city  announcing  the  death  at  Garrett. 
l>a..  of  Miss  Mattie  Halley.  a  14-year-old 
daughter  of  Thomas  Halley,  of  this  city. 
She  was  visiting  relations  there  and  had 
gone  out  driving  with  a  cousin  about  her 
age.  The  horse  took  fright  and  ran 
avtray  upsetting  the  carriage. 

Miss  Halley  fell  out  on  her  head  and 
broke  her  neck.  She  was  not  quite  dead 
when  help  arrived,  but  before  she  could 
be  moved  she  expired.  She  w.is  taken 
to  the  house  and  attempts  made  to  re- 
suscitate her  but  they  resulted  in  noth- 
ing. Vesterdav  morning  a  telegram  was 
received  in  this  citv  stating  that  Miss 
Halley  was  still  alive  but  not  expected 
to  recover. 

The  story  of  the  young  lady  s  return  to 
life  is  thus  briefly  related.  .After  all  ef- 
forts to  revive  the  young  lady  had  been 
made  by  physicians  and  had  failea, 
preparations  were  made  for  burial.  She 
was  laid  out  and  the  undertaker  was  ex- 
pected to  place  the  body  in  a  casket  lor 
shipment  to  this  c.ty.  Before  he  arrived, 
the  watchers  around  the  supposed  corpse 
noticed  a  twitching  ol  the  eyelids  and 
presently  she  aroused,  although  still  un- 
conscious. 

The  phvsicians  were  again  sum- 
moned and  treatment  tor  her  recovery 
began.  After  diagnosing  the  case, 
ascertaining  her  temperature  and  thor- 
oughlv  examining  her  symptoms  they  ex- 
pressed their  opinion  that  she  would 
probably  live  a  short  while. 

The  Halley  family  seem  to  be  pos- 
sessed of  wondertul  vitality.  When  Ed- 
ward was  6  years  old  he  was  kicked  in 
the  heaa  by  a  horse  and  had  bis  skull 
fractured.

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN'S  VIEWS. 

The   House   of   Lords  Upheld  the  Opinions  of 
the  Majority. 

Oleenstown,  Sept.  29. — I'pon  the  ar- 
rival yesterday  of  the  White  Star 
steamer  Majestic  a  represenative  of  the 
United  Press  boarded  her  and  handed 
to  Joseph  Chamberlain,  the  Liberal 
Unionist  leader,  a  copy  of  the  speech  de- 
livered by  Mr.  Gladstone  at  Edinburgh 
last  night.

He  also  said  that  the  house  of  lords 
had  upheld  the  views  of  a  majority  of 
the  British  people  in  throwing  out  the 
home  rule  bill.  It  was  desirable  that 
parliament  should  pass  a  measure  to  re- 
instate the  people  who  had  been  evicted 
from  their  land  holdings  in  Ireland,  but 
such  a  measure  ought  to  received  the 
approval  of  .Mr.  Balfour,  the  Conserva- 
tive leader  of  the  house  of  commons,  be- 
fore it  was  submitted  to  the  house.

Obstacles   in  (he  Way  of  the  New  York  and 
New  Jersey  Bridge  Bill. 
WAsHiNtJTUN,   Sept.    28.     It    appears 
that    the    New    NOrk   and    New  Jersey 

bridge  bill  is  likely  to  encount.'r  difVicul- 
tics  mthe  senate  committee  on  commerce 
unless  it  is  materially  moditied.  The 
committee  yesterday  held  r.s  second 
meeting,  but  took  no  action. 

E\-C  ongressman  Philip  Thompson,  i>f 
Kentucky  appeared  before  the  c.>mmit- 
toe  and  iiiaac  a  statement  urging  the  ne- 
cessity ol  action  by  the  senate  as  SiH<n  as 
possible,  so  th.at  the  work  ci>uld  begin  on 
construction  without  undue  ileUy.  Sen- 
ator Hill  was  to  have  addressed  the  com- 
mittee also,  but  failed  to  appear. 

The  committee  is  divided  as  to  what  is 
best  to  be  done,  the  sticking  point  being 
certain  provisions  of  the  bill  permitting 
discretionary  ptnver  to  the  NewNork 
city  board.  Under  the  bill  as  drawn  and 
advocateil  by  the  briilgo  company,  the 
location  of  all  approaches  to  the  bridges 
in  the  city  of  New  York  requires  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioners  of  the  sink- 
mg  fund  of  the  metropolis. 

Another  provision  prohibits  the  occu- 
pation of  tlie  appro.^ches  to  the  bridge 
bv  anv  railroad  company,  exctpt  by  the 
approval  of  this  sime  boanl,  and  ex- 
pre^slv  declares  th.tt  nothing  in  the  act 
shall  authorize  the  laying  down  of  any 
tracks  upon  the  New  York  appro.iches. 
except  such  as  may  be  approved  by  these 
commissioners.

WELCONIED  TO  THE  CAPITAL. 

Return  of  the  Queen    Regent    and    Boy   King 
to  Madrid. 

Madrid,  Sept.  29.— Queen  Regent 
Christina  and  the  boy  King  Alfonzo 
arrived  in  Madrid  yesterday  from  San 
Sebastian.  Their  return  to  the  capital 
was  made  the  occasion  for  a  display  of 
unwonted  enthusiasm,  the  people  ap- 
parently wishing  to  show  by  their  de- 
monstrations of  loyalty  that  they  had  no 
sympathy  with  the  anarchists  who  have 
of  late  been  so  active  in  this  vicinity. 

The  streets  through  which  the  royal 
party  passed  on  their  way  to  the  palace 
were  thronged  with  people,  who  yelled 
and  cheered  until  they  were  hoarse. 
Cries  of  "Long  live  Christina,'"  "Long 
live  the  king,"  were  heard  all  along  the 
route,  and  many  ladies  in  the  balconies 
of  the  houses  situated  on  the  streets 
through  which  the  royal  procession 
passed  threw  flowers  which  the  queen 
and  king  graciously  retained.

New  York,  Sept.  2g.— The  admiral 
and  captains  of  the  French  war  ships 
now  at  anchor  in  the  North  river  paid  an 
official  visit  to  Mayor  Gilroy  yesterday.

THE  TREASURY  STATEMENT. 

Receipts  for  September  Much  Improved  Over 
August. 

Washington.  Sept.  29.— The  treasury 
statement  Oct.  i  will  show  that  the 
receipts  for  September  have  improved 
very  materially  over  August  and  the  loss 
for  the  month  to  be  made  good  out  of 
the  treasury  balance  will  not  be  more 
than  S2,ooo,ooo,  making  about  $20,000,- 
000  excess  of  expenditures  over  receipts 
for  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

Toe  loss  of  55,000,000  is  shown  in  in- 
ternal revenue  receipts  as  compared 
with  the  first  quarter  of  1892.  Custom 
receipts,  too,  snow  a  decline  for  the  quar-

Van  Aien's  Appointment  as  Minister  oi 
Still  Discussed. 
New  York.  Sept.  29.-  The  World  this 
morning  prints.in  interview  with  Horace 
White,  in  reference  to  ex-Secretary  ol 
the  Navy  William  C.  Whitney's  answer 
to  the  charge  th.at  the  nomination  of 
James  I.  \  an  Alen  as  minister  to  Italy 
was  a  reward  for  Mr.  Van  Aien's  $50.- 
000  contributed  to  the  Democratic  cam- 
paign fund  for  the  la>-t  election. 

"Mr.  Whitney's  explanation  <loes  not 
alter  the  situation  in  the  sli-jhtest  de- 
gree," said  Mr.  White.  "On  the  contrary 
it  IS  a  substanli.^tion  of  every  allegation 
that  has  been  made  concerning  the  nom- 
ination of  Mr.  Van  Men.  The  trutb 
stands  out  as  clearly  as  possible  that  Mr. 
\\sn  Alen  received  this  nomination,  not 
because  of  anv  spcci:d  (pialifications  for 
the  office,  but  because  he  contributed 
$50,000  to  help  elect  President  Cleve- 
land. Mr.  Whitney  himself  eniphasizcs 
this  in  his  letter  of  June  20  to  the  presi- 
dent, us  anybtidy  can  sec  who  re.ads  that 
letter  carefully. " 

"Do  you  believe  th.it  any  bargain  was 
ni.ade? ' 

"1  have  never  said  that.  T  have  not 
even  suggested  a  bargain  was  made  at 
the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  contribu- 
tion. Furthermore,  I  have  never  men- 
tioned Mr.  Whitney's  name  in  connec- 
tion with  the  matter  until  it  came  up 
under  the  present  ciICumst.^nces.  1  have 
held,  and  my  opinion  has  not  been 
changed  in  the  slightest  by  what  Mr. 
Whitney  and  Mr.  \'an  Alen  have  said, 
that  the  whole  matter  has  been  a  scandal 
and  has  all  the  appearance  of  a  barter. 
The  conclusion  is  inevitable  that 
somehow,  at  some  time,  Mr.  Van  Alen 
expected  to  be  rewarded  for  his  service 
to  the  party,  and  that  his  service  was 
simp'y  a  contribution  of  money." 

"You  think,  then,  that  the  criticisms  of 
the  nomination  of  Mr.  \'an  Alen  are  jus- 
tified i'" 

"1  do,"  answered  Mr.  White.  "Mr. 
Whitnev  is  not  entirely  ingenious  in  hi  = 
denials.'  1  have  no  fault  to  find  with  Mr. 
Whitney.  In  his  letter  I  note  one  point. 
He  repeats  the  words  of  the  interview  in 
which  he  denied  that  Mr.  Van  Alen  did 
not  contribute  sums  of  $30,000  and  $2c, 
000.  I  know  that  he  did  contribute  §50,- 
000." 

Mr.  White  .ilso  sent  to  the  World  yes- 
terdav  a  letter  bearing  on  the  subject  in 
which  he  says:  "Shortly  after  President 
Cleveland's  inauguration  I  happened  to 
be  at  the  City  club,  wh.;re  1  heard  from 
three  different  persons  in  one  evening 
that  someone  from  Rhode  Island  had 
contributed  S^o.dco  to  the  Democratic 
campaign  fund  with  the  understanding 
that  he  should  be  appointed  minister  to 
Rome,  if  Mr.  Cleveland  was  elected,  and 
the  matter  was  the  talk  of  the  diplomatic 
circle  in  Washington  and  clubs  and  so- 
ciety and  New  York  and  Newport,  in 
which  latter  place  he  had  built  a  laige 
house.  This  was  spoken  of  as  a  rumor 
only,  nobody  pretending  to  have  positive 
information  of  the  facts,  but,  nevertlie- 
less,  as  a  matter  about  which  there  could 
be  little  doubt.  The  person  was  said  to 
be  a  connection  of  the  Astor  family."

While  the  negroes  have  never  attained  a 
staudiiiKin  profe.ssioual  baseball,  the  na- 
tionality which  fraternizes  with  them  the 
lea.st  of  all  the  Caucasian  family  occupies 
the  majority  of  prominent  places  on  the 
big  nines.  I  refer  to  the  Iri.sh  or  the  Irish- 
.\mericaa  class.  1  believe  that  half  the 
players  of  the  National  league  are  of  Iri.-h 
extraction.  The  iri.sh  through  ages  have 
had  .1  reputation  for  excellence  in  games 
and  jUhletie  sports.  No  one  but  a  true 
Iri.shman,  too,  can  understand  what  a 
pleasure  it  is  to  badger  an  umpire.

Should  be  Preserved. 
Nathan  Gushing,  a  distinguished  citi- 
zen of  Boston,  who  has  been  passing  a 
few  days  in  Duluth,  was  much  im- 
pressed with  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
territory  in  and  around  Duluth,  and  sug- 
g23ted  in  conversation  with  a  Herald  re- 
porter that  Duluth's  citizens  are  not  do- 
ing their  duty  to  posterity  in  the  matter 
of  providing  parks.  Now  is  the  proper 
time,  he  said,  to  establish  them.  Min- 
nesota Point  particularly  impressed  him 
and  he  spoke  elociuently  of  its  possibili- 
ties, declaring  that  it  should  be  pre- 
served in  its  natural  state  together  with 
a  portion  of  the  lake  shore.  It  would 
pay  Duluth  well,  said  be,  to  get  Mr. 
Olmsted,  who  designed  the  lagoons  and 
wooded  isle  at  the  World's  fair  grounds 
to  come  up  and  give  a  rough  sketch  of 
what  can  be  done  here.  He  had  traveled 
much  but  had  never  seen  a  city  where 
the  natural  beauty  so  impressed  him  as 
here. 

The  Herald  has  frequently  endeavoied 
to  impress  these  facts  upon  the   people 
of  Duluth  and  to  persuade  the  park  com- 
missioners   that    it    is    their  duty   to  do 
something  to  preserve  a  large  portion  of 
Minnesota  Point    for     park     purposes. 
There  is  no  section  of  the  city  that    pos- 
sesses such    wonderful    natural    advan- 
tages as  does  this  beautiful  point.    It  is 
now  the  most  popular  resort  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  during  the    summer    weeks, 
and  it  should  be  set  apart  and  preserved 
for  the  perpetual  use  of  the  people.  It  is 
necessary,  however,  that  early  action  be 
taken,  because  the  demands  of  trade  and 
commerce  are    soon    likely   to    result  in 
encroachments  in  that  direction,  and  the 
splendid  natural  park  be  destroyed  and 
lost  forever.    There  is   plenty    of    room 
elsewhere  for  the  demands  of   business, 
and  the  point  is  not  required  for  mercan- 
tile   purposes,     unless    it    be    a    small 
portion  near  the  canal. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  wooded 
beauty  spot  stretching  for  miles  towards 
the  Wisconsin  shore  and  lapped  en 
either  side  by  the  waters  of  the  bay  and 
the  lake  presents  an  inviting  spot  for 
campers  and  pleasure  parties,  and  the 
hosts  who  have  made  their  temporary 
homes  there  during  the  present  summer 
attest  its  popularity.  All  visitors  are 
charmed  by  its  natural  beauty  and  un- 
animously declare  tHat  it  would  be  a 
serious  mistake  not  to  reserve  it  as  a 
people's  park.  The  Herald  trusts  that 
the  park  commission  will  not  long  over- 
look this  important  subject. 


Will  Not  be  Accepted. 

The  novel  proposition  made  to  the 
senate  by  the  Manutacturers'  club,  of 
rhiladelphia,  will  be  variously  criticised. 
The  authors  of  this  scheme  urge  the  sen- 
.ators  to  give  assurances  that  no  changes 
will  be  made  in  the  tariff  iluring  the 
next  two  years,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
continue  the  coinage  of  silver  to  increase 
the  circulation.  This  is  b.ased  upon  the 
claim  that  the  .Sherman  law  is  not  the 
cause  oi  the  depression  and  that  it  fear 
of  tariff  ch.anges  were  removed,  business 
would  boom. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  told  by  the  W.ash- 
ington  dispatches  today  that  there  is  not 
the  slightest  chances  of  this  plan  being 
adopted  by  the  senate.  There  will  be 
no  barter  made  on  the  tarilT  and  silver 
questions.  Each  will  be  considered  by 
itself,  and  voted  upon  independently. 
The  silver  (juestion  has  reached  a  point 
from  which  there  can  be  no  turning 
hack.  It  is  now  a  tight  to  the  hnish  be- 
tween the  advocates  of  the  repeal  bill 
and  the  silver  monopolists.  No  compro- 
mise of  any  kind  would  be  tolerated, 
nor  is  it  possible.  The  debate  may 
be  proIong..d  by  the  filibustering 
tactics  of  the  silver  men,  but  it  will  not 
be  many  days  before  a  vote  will  be 
reached  and  then  repeal  will  triumph. 

The  tariff  question  is  separate  and  dis- 
tinct from  the  silver  problem.    The  peo-  j 
pie  last  November,  by  an  overwhelming  j 
vote,  decided  in  favor  of  tariff  reform.  It  i 
is  absurd  to    charge    the    depression  to  | 
fear  of  tariff  changes,  when    the    people 
so  emphatically  demanded  the    changes 
but  a  few    months    ago.     It  is    true  that 
operations  in    some    lines    may    be  de- 
iaved  until  the  character  of  the  new  tariff 
measure  can  be  determined,  but  fear  has 
not  closed  a  single  factory  or  mill.    The 
numerous  establishments  which  have  re- 
opened within   the   past  month  disprove 
the  claim  that  they  closed  owing  to  fear 
of  radical  changes  in  the  tariff.      The 
Philadelphia  manufacturers  do  not  aid 
the  cause  of  protection  by  making  such  ! 
an  offer.     It  savors  too  much  of  a  bribe,  I 
and  it  will  add  strenglh  to  the  argument 
that  the   manufacturers  are  unduly  fav- 
ored by  the  present  tariff.

Living  Prices  and  Wages. 

Col.  Carroll  D.  Wright,  United  States 
commissioner  of  labor,  has  furnished  to  j 
the  October  Forum  the  first  trustworthy 
comparative  analysis  ever  made  of  wages 
and  living  prices  during  the  last  half 
century.  Wages,  he  shows,  have  steadily 
increased  and  living  expenses  relatively 
diminished,  and  he  cites  figures  from 
many  trades  in  support  of  his  conclu- 
sions. 

It  is  found  by  Col.  Wright,  in  a  gen- 
eral comparison,  that  wages,  consiflered 
relatively  to  the  importance  of  one  in- 
dustry to  all  industries,  stood  at  i'>8.6  in 
1891  relatively  to  100  in  i860,  and  that 
the  prices  of  223  commodities  entering 
into  consumption,  on  the  basis  of  the  im- 
portance of  each  article  in  proportion  to 
the  importance  of  all,  have  fallen  from 
100  in  i860  to  94-4  in  1891 ;  the  conclusion 
being  positive  and  absolute  that,  while 
the  percentage  of  increase  in  prices  rose 
in  1866  to  a  point  far  beyond  the  in- 
crease in  wages,  prices  have  now  fallen 
to  a  point  lower,  on  the  whole,  than  they

Good 


Faith  of  the  Claimant   Declared  Not  to 
Have    Been   Impaired   by  the 
Evidence. 


The  decision  of  Acting  Commissioner 
Bowers  in  the  case  of  Kolland  T.  Case 
vs.  William  H.Daniels  has  been  received 
at  the  local  Inited  States  land  olTice. 
This  case  is  one  in  which  the  plaintiff 
contested  the  defendant's  pre-emption 
cash  entry  of  lots  ;,  and  4,  section  5,  and 
_  lots  I  and  i:;. section  6.  township  58  north, 
range  15  west,  and  lot  s,  section  32,59 
north,  range  15  west. 

Jatmary  .",,  iS.;C,  Roliaml  T,  Case 
opened  a  contest  on  the  grounds  th.at 
Daniels  had  failed  to  establish  an  actual 
residence  and  that  his  improvements  on 
the  land  were  meager  and  ot  little  I 
value. 

April  S,  I  Si;?,  the  local  oifice  was  di- 
rected to  order  a  hciring.  On  Nov.  o, 
iSi)'i,  the  contest  commenced  and 
was  concluded  Dec.  6,  iS<;2.  On  June 
-4.  J'^'oj.  the  local  ohicers  tlecided  "that 
contestant.  Case,  has  faded  to  establish 
any  of  the  material  allegations  in  his 
complauit;  th.it  his  contest  is  prosecuted 
in  bad  faith  and  shouM,  therefore,  be 
dismissed." 

On  Au^r, -\  iS>>'„  the  contestant  fded 
his  appeal,  allegim^  numerous  errors  m 
the  decision,  both  as  to  findings  of  fact 
and  conclusions  of  law. 

Several  sarcastic  criiicisms    as  to  the 
evidence  i,'o  to  show   that   a  revision    of 
the  rules  of  evidence  and  a  few    of    the 
methods  of  the  courts  would  be  a  sweet 
boon.     The  acting  commissioner    slates 
that  the  records  in  the  case  are  very  vol 
uminous  and  also  that  they  fail  to    show 
with  aiiv  clearness  what  the    real    facts 
are.     "The    only    thing  perfectlv    mani- 
fest," said  he,  "is  the  fact  that   the   bulk 
of    the  records  are  maile   up   of    imma- 
terial and  cumulative  evidence."  Thirty- 
eight    witnesses    were    introduced    and 
many  of  them  examined  at  great   length 
as  to  whether  the  claimant  had  complied 
with    the    iaw  as  to  residence  and  im- 
provements on  the  land. 

"Two  things  seem  to  be  well  estab- 
lished by  the  evidence,  viz ,  that  the 
claimant  had  a  shanty  on  the  land  and 
that  he  had  a  place  ot  business  in  Dulutb. 
but  the  condition  of  the  shanty  and  iis 
surroundings  and  the  nature  of  the  al- 
leged residence  in  Duluth  arc  presented 
in  very  different  aspects  by  the  witnesses. 
Thiseof  tde  plaintiff  being  squarely  con- 
tradicted by  those  for  the  defendant  on 
thoie  points.  This  condition  of  thin:,'? 
may  account  for  the  extraordinary  num- 
ber i)f  witnesses,  on  the  theory'  that  a 
preponderance  in  the  number  of  wit- 
nesses would  produce  a  preponderance 
of  evidence. ' 

The  acting  commissioner  next  refers 
to  the  fact  that  testimt>ny  was  submitted 
tending  to  show  that  the  contest  was 
initiated  for  purposes  of  blackmail,  and 
that  after  the  contest  was  instituted  a 
discontinuance  of  the  content  was  oSfered 
on  condition  that  a  conveyance  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  land  to  other  parties  be 
made,  it  having  become  valuable  ore 
property.  "L'pon  this  testimony"  he 
says,  "you  found  'that  this  contest  15  pros- 
ecuted in  bad  faith,  and  should,  there- 
fore, be  dismissed.  This  was  an  un-
